| SEASONABLE. POULTRY 


HINTS. 


a 
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OW that the hatching season is with 
us, poultry keepers should avail 
themselves of every opportunity in 

making preparations for next autumn and 
winter’s supply of eggs. 

As may be noticed from the prices obtain- 
able for poultry products in previous. years, 


seasons of the year is equivalent in value to 
three dozen produced in early spring and 
summer. The alert poultry keeper should, 
therefore, lose no time in commencing to 
raise up the necessary number of chickens for 
the purpose of having a sufficient supply of 
early hatched pullets to replace the culls and 
adult fowl amongst their existing flocks at 
the end of the*laying season—i.e., July and 
August. 

The question as to which breed to select 
will depend on ‘the object in view and en- 
vironment. General purpose breeds—i.e., 
White Wyandottes. Rhode Island Reds, are 
very suitable for the average farmer; tne 
hens make good all-round layers, and the 
cockerels can be profitably disposed of for 
kiting. The White LegHorn, which comes 
under the heading of a light breed, is a: 
excellent egg-producer, but not much ae 
for table use. 

Some breeds of fowl take longer to mature 
than others. White Wyandottes and Rhodes 
take from six and a half to seven months 
before starting to lay, and should, therefore, 
be hatched out in February and March. The 
white Leghorn, which matures one month 
earlier, requires to be hatched out in April 
and. early May. Later hatched birds wili 
not start laying before winter, and cannot be 
relied upon to pay for their keep. 

If broody hens are available they should he 
dusted with Keating’s powder, or some other 
insecticide before being placed on the eggs; 
very often the hen forsakes her nest through 
infestation with vermin; it is a wise plan to 
test her on a few delph eggs beforehand. The 
nest should be made in a square box, large 
enough to enable the bird to lie comfortably. 

The bottom of the box should be covered 
over with a layer of soil, and the corners 
should be well padded with hay or straw, 
finally putting some hay over the soil, leaving 
the nest a saucer-like shape. Hay makes a 
cosier nest, but straw is less likely to harbour 
vermin. | E

incubation should order incubators imme- 
diately, and machines that have already been 
in previous seasons should be ex- 
amined carefully. The capsule and thermo- 
meters require to be tested, and a fresh 
wick should be secured for the lamp. All 
the interna! fittings should be thoroughly 
disinfected, end the ineubator then 
fitted up. The lamp shonld then 
he lighted (using only the best 
paraffin oil) and kept burning until the hatch 
Is over. It is advisable to havé the incubator 
running a few hours at the required tempera- 
ture before putting in the eggs. 

Eggs for hatching purposes should be as 
fresh as possible, and those intended for 
artificial incubation should be collected within 
the week. Only good-sized eggs, not Jess 
than two ounces in weight, with good shape 
and sound shell should be chosen. Eggs 
that. have been despatched by rail or other- 
wise fshould be rested twenty-four hours 
before they are being put down. 3

ECONOMIES, SUBSIDIES, 
AND THE STATE. 


LOW PRICES AND. FARM 
POLICY. 


GRICULTURAL — economists in. the 
A United States who have been successful 
in forecasting the probable run of agr!- 
cultural prices over a series af years have 
now issued a warning that prices will almost 
certainly rémain low for another two years. 
in some commodities prices may have touched 
bottom—to remain there for the present, In 
others a lower than the pre-war units of pay- 
ment are anticipated. The industrial pe iA 
also remains troubled, and the friends of 
British industry are inculcating the precept 
into industrial England—in whose rise and fal] 
all Ireland is vitally concerned—that a tem- 
porary stay ou unemployment figures or on 
wholesale prices fcr industrial commodities 
should not be accepted as proof that they are 
about to witness a definite and speedy turn 
in the tide. 

In these circumstances various policies, 
based on the principle of subsidies to farmers, 
are being discussed, and tne i:arrassed culti. 
vators of this and other countries would 
scarcely be human if they did not nurse ex- 
travagant hopes of the potency of the State 
through direct monetary relief to put farming 
firmly on its feet. 


Two Kinds of Economy. 


Fortunately, however. other voicés may be 
heard which, if less dulcet in tone. are also 
less delusive. An Americen writer puts it thus: 
**The quickest way for incividuals or nations 
to get poor fast is to iry to get rich without 
work.” Only a saul) minority of farmers 
need this advice to-day. There is no lack of 
industry amorgst Irish farmers, but with 
foolish counsels abroad the majority may 
need to keep their heads! Indeed, there is 
more necessary than this; they need more 
than ever to use the brains with which Irish- 
men are so well endowed. For though they 
cannot expect reste from the menace of fall. 
ing prices ky making a milch cow of the 
State, still, either the State must help them 
in some other wav or they must become more 
proficient in self-help. Or is it, perhaps. 
possible to discover help from both quarters? 
Many farmers believe that with due economy 
the State might Le run more cheaply than it 
is and their rates and taxes reduced, but 
most of these are dimly aware that economies 
should be possible in farming itself. 

In both kinds of economy, however, the 
costs of Staiecraft and the costs of farming, 
it is important to distinguish true saving 
from false. and here is one way in which by 
sound teaching, even at an increased cost, 
the State could help tie farmer to find a 
firmer footing. An instance of what we have 
here in mind comes from Ottawa, where the 
Director of Dominion Experimental Farms, 
reporting to the Minister of Agriculture, 
writes: ‘‘ Low acre unit production is largely 
the reason for high cost milk.” At first the 
stutement may sound platitudinous, but if 
farmers will examine it they wil! find that it 
raises intricate questions. How is high cost 
of milk to '2 measured? Is it by acreage de- 
voted to dairying, or per cow, or can it be 
measured in terms of rent, or of total costings, 
or only of labour (where outside labour is 
employed), and is the farmer’s own work and 
management to be included? 


Are Our Farm Costs Too High? 


‘These questions are not discussed in the 
Ottawan study, but it is to be presumed that 
the Canadian Departiment of  Agricul- 
ture, w hese fine work for farm- 
ing gave a precedent which was followed 
in the formation of our own Department, 
keeps such matters under investigation. 
Clearly Jhish farmers and = agricultural 
students should do so. In New Zealand— 
a serious competitor on the British butter 
market— farm expenditure is at present being 
studied by the Government Statistician, and 
some pieliminary results are available. It 
has been found, for instance, that about 33 
per cent. of the farm costings there are 
attributable to interest on mortgages and 
advances and ren*, which together form too 
heavy a capital charge.. Farm labour costs 
about 25 per cent. of the total; rates and 
taxes over eight per cent., and cartage and 
railway charges nearly three. 

These groups, which are cognate in char- 
acter, thus account for nearly seven-tenths 
of farming outlay, whilst seeds and manures 
only work out at 7.7 and 2.7, respectively. 
Here are facts on which to reflect, and on 
which we require similar light in [reland. 
For it is at least as vital to his success that 
the Irish farmer should. know whether his 
farm is costing him too much to run, as it is 
to curb State expenditure if that he ex- 
travagant And he should realise that there 
is one form of eronomy not to seek for— 
cheeseparing in those branches of agricultural 
knowledge which will enable him to take 
stock of his situation, and see where he 
stands as compared with his competitors 
abroad. 


The Treatment of “ Scrub ' Land. 


How immediately relevant such knowledge 
is may be seen by comparing two views re. 
cently put forward about the farming of 
unprofitable lands. The Governor of New 
York, Mr. F. B. Roosevelt, has propoiinded 
before the New York State Agricultural 
Society a ‘‘ land policy” of “closing unprofit- 
able lands to agricultural use, and improve- 
ment of good acreage by al] modern methods.”’ 
But in England Sjr William Beach Thomas 
advocates in ' Why the Land Dies,” a 
pamphlet just published, the treatment by 
the State of lands which will not respond to 
snch methods as are within the competence 
of the single isolated farmer, imperfectly 
capitalised, without effective means for 
mechanisation and probably without adequate 
knowledge of modern farm technique. 
Whether this policy, which he designates 
‘selective nationalisation,” and by which he 
proposes that the State should take over 
farms which individuals run at a loss, and 
prohibit the futile’ cultivation of ‘‘ serub 
acres,’ would fit into Governor Roosevelt's 
schemes, or whether it would be applicable to 
Ireland may be in doubt. But such schemes 
require to be discussed and their economic 
potentialities explored. No one can suppose 
we use our land up to its full possibilities. 


CALF-REARING 
DIFFICULTIES. 


HOW THEY. MAY BE 
OVERCOME. 


S it is often difficult to rear calves 
A naturally the farmer is compelled to 
adopt artificia! methods, and the 
utmost care in feeding thus is neccessary to 
avoid digestive disturbances—the root cause 
of scour. Feeding. of skim milk in excess 
brings about nutritional scour. This excess 
of skim milk often forms into a curdled 
lump in the stomach of the calf, which can- 
not digest it, and the immediate effect is <n 
attack of scour. The calf loses. condition 
rapidly and may die 


Prevention. 


To prevent scour_is more important tban 
to cure it. Many methods are in force, such 
as dilution of the milk with water, teeding 
little at a time and often, mixing a little 
precipital chalk with each meal and so on. 
But the whoje question comes down to this— 
if individual care is given to each calf and 
the principles carried out that, hitherto have 
been successful, there is little likelihood oí 
scour making its appearance. Consideraie 
success has already been achieved in the 
prevention of scour, by mixing with the milk 
at each meal a small quantity of fine powder 
that is alkaliné in re-action and which re. 
duces the excessive acidity set up in the 
calf’s stomach, when ever undigested milk 
remains there for an undue length of time. 
This powder contains certa.n hactena, which 
increase the digestibility of al! cereals and 
milk and are thus of great assistance in 
aiding digestion. 


Vitamin D. 


Mr. E. J. Sheehy, in your issue ot 
February 25th om ‘‘ pot-bellied calves, cou- 
vincingly states, that by increasing the quan 
vity of concentrates,-even coarse tuod can ve 
made nutritious amd digestible Another 
cause of imperfect development in calves, is 
the lack of adequate quantities of vitaimin 
D in the foods given, Very often, winter 
milk from stall-fed cows contains none of this 
vitamin. The result is, calves do not 
assimilate the necessary bone-forming 
material from their food, develop rickets nl 
are stunted in growth. It has been observed 
that eight calves, reared en eight different 
cows on the same farm, all developed rickets 
in a serious form. The cause was tradced 
to: Li ' 
1. Lack of vtamin D in cow's milk. 

2 Very low mineral content m the hav 
fed, as soon as they started to chew the cud. 
The first of these causes can be met 'v 
adding to the feed some product, mech in this 
vitamin either in the form of pure cod-liver 
oil, or irradiated @mgosterol (the latter much 
les¢ troublesome to mix, and quite 
effective) and the mineral deficiency in ha 
can be rectified by the inclusion in the cot 
centrates of 3 per cent. of a reliable minera 
mixture. Fw. 
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THE GRASS CROP. 


MAKING THE MOST OF IT. 


HERE are upwards of ten million acres 
&h of pasture in Ireland. About eight 

million acres of this is lowland pasture, 
and it is probable that more than 95 per 
cent. of it could be greatly improved by 
proper treatment. The first step towards im- 
provement necessitates a change in our attl- 
ture towards grass land: we must come to re- 
yard a pasture field as a crop of grass. We 
must think of the quality of the herbage in 
it as we think of the quality of our oat or 
barley crop, and we must calculate the yield 
from it just as we calculate the yield from a 
grain or root crop. Science has shown that 
the nutrient values of grasses vary, and that 
the same grass varies in feeding value when 
grown on different soils. And, of course, it 
is obvious that grass in June is more nutri- 
tious than grass in November. 


Improving the Soil. 

When wé realise these facts it will be seen 
that the first essential in pasture improve- 
ment must be to make the soil suitable to 
the best tvpe of cultivated grass. Wet, sour 
soils, throwing up mosses, rushes, sedge and 
weeds. will not produce a satisfactory grass 
crop, no matter how well manured, and drainage 
af some sort must be resorted to, if only to 
the extent of cutting surface furrows with a 
plough. When the stagnant water has heen 
carried off. a dressing of lime or a heavv 
dressing of basic slay will sweeten the soil 
and prepare it for the growth of a better 
type of Lechduie. as well as helping the exist- 
ing useful grasses and clovers. But it is a 
foolish thing to go to the expense of manur- 
ing pasture land, and then waiting for nature 
to take its course, kill off the mosses and 
rushes, and supply and sow the seed of the 
better grasses. Manuring in this fashion is 
like top-dressing a potato crop. with fer 
iilisers without putting in enough seed and 
without properly tilling the ground for the 


Clop. 
A Renovating Mixture. 


Old pasture that needs improvement should 
have the sole or surface thoroughly harrowed 
so as to removes mosses, scatter droppings. 
and prepare the soil for the reception of new 
seeds—this, of course, after draming where 
drainage 1s necessary. The land shouid be 
then slagged or limed or both, and then (and 
here is where we nearly all fail) a renovating 
mixture of gras» and clover seeds sown. Any 
reliable seedsman will suggest a suitable re- 
novating mixture, but where the mixture can 
be sown mixed with clay a smaller quantity 
will be sufficient than if the seeds are sowu 
by themselves. 

Subsequent treatment should include a 
dressing of nitrogenous manure in February, 
and a system of grazing under which the 
grass would be allowed to grow about four 
inches high, and then eaten off in about eight 
days and then rested for a few weeks. Where 
land is very mossy a spray of a weak solution 
of copper sulphate is very effective to re- 
move the moss, but dóes not, of course, re- 
move the cause, 

There is not much doubt that if all our 
pasture land were properly treated with a 
complete fertiliser, renovated, and carefully 
grazed, but that the net gain to our farmers 


would amount to about £12,000.000. or 30s. 


FEEDING FARM HORSES. 

VERY farmer who has hay, and wishes 

FE, to see his horses look well and be fit 

for their work, would be well advised 

to cut hay into chaff, and discard straw of 
any kind as food for the teams. 


Mixtures of Grain. 


Mixtures are much better for horses than 
any single kind of grain. There is, in fact, 
no single kind of grain that meets their re- 
quirements. The following are examples of 
suitable mixtures :—(1) Crushed oats 70 per 
cent., cracked beans 30 per cent.; (2) oats. 
65 per ecent., peas 35 per cent.; (3) 
oats 65 per cen, beans 2 per 
cent., dried grains 135 pé cent.; 
(4) oats 0 per. cent., maize 30 per cent., 
beans 15 per cent., dried grains 15 per cent., 
palm kernel meal 10 per cent.; (5) maize 55 
per cent., peas 20 per cent., dried grains 10 
per cent., palm kernel meal 10 per cent., 
bran or middlings 5 per cent. All these 
quantities are by weight and not by measure, 
for measure gives undue propertions to the 
heavier substances. It is not suggested that 
many more equaily suitable mixtures could 
not be mace, but these are examples of the 
kind of mixtures that will produce satisfac- 
tory results. 


How Much to Feed. 


The proper quantities to 
vary with the size of the 
the amount. of work being done, 
and the quality and quantity of the 
accompanying fodder. From Sib. to Blb. per 
day would be quite sufhvient for idle horses. 
the larger amount being used when straw 
forms any part of the ration. For ordinary 
work, like ploughing, 8lb. to 12lb. would 
be annle; but. when really hard work is 
being done for long hours quantities up to 
l6lb. could often be given with advantage.

Feed According to Work. 


By thus regulating the feeding the average 
consumption of grain, as well as the cost of 
feeding, need be no greater, while the horses 
would keep in better health and condition, 
and the work woald be more quickly done. 
There is just. the same advantage to be 
gained in feeding horses according to work 
as in feeding cows according to _ yield. 
Farmers who adopt the method will prove 
to their own satisfaction that it is so.

ISSUE OF SHARES. 

The company was incorporated under the 
Companies Acts, 1862-1898, as a company 
limited by shares, with a share capital of 
£30,000, divided into 30,000 shares of one 
pound each, of which 23,007, and no more, 
had been issued before the death of the 
testator. The petitioner, Weber Smyth, 
was the registered owner of 4,251 
shares which were his own property. 
The principal asset of the company consists 
of the stock-in-trade valued in the last 
balance sheet at £23,329 10s. 2d., but which, 
if realised on a break up sale or winding up, 
would not, petitioners contend, produce more 
than £15,553. Petitioners, when making 
their return for the purpose of estate duty, 
valued the testator’s shares at 15s. each, 
thei: estimate of value being based on the 
average dividend for the preceding period 
of six years, and the market price of 
similar shares of other trading companies 
dealt in on the Dublin Stock Exchange, a 
valuation which they subsequently offered 
to increase to 17s. 6d., but the Revenue 
Commissioners declined to accept either of 
these values, and had assessed the shares at 
22s. Od. each, on the basis that the testator, 
as holder of the majority of the shares in 
the company, and having the preponderat- 
ing voting power,.was in a position volun- 
tarily to wind up the company, and that 
the shares should, therefore, be valued on 
the basis of the excess of assets over liabili- 
ties in the winding up, an excess which 
the Commissioners estimate at £25.882 
17s. 6d., but which petitioners were advised 
would not at most exceed £22,500, and 
which wouid be reduced if the allowance for 
bad debts is insufficient. 

Petitioners contend that, taking the basis 
adopted by the Commissioners as correct, 
the estimate of the Commissioners is ex- 
cessive, and is based on the assumption that 
the purchaser or purchasers of the shares 
would have the control of the company, 
erabling him or them to voluntarily wind up 
the same. Petitioners further submit that 
the basis of valuation adopted by the Com- 
missioners does not comply with the provi- 
sions of Section 7 (5) of the Finance Act, 
1894, which provides that for the purposes 
of assessment of estate duty the principal 
value of any property shall be estimated to 
be the price which such property would 
fetch if sold in the open market at the time 
of the death of the deceased. The average 
profits available for dividend for the six 
years ending 30th September, 1927, amounted 
to £1,225, or 5.3 per cent. on the issued 
capital of £23,007, a rate of dividend which, 
far from justifying a market price of 17s. 
6d., or even 15s., for the shares would only 
entitle a holder to look for a price of 10s. 
or 12s. 6d. at most, having regard to*the 
market value of shares of other trading con- 
cerns substantially similar in character. 

The petitioners asked for:—(1) A declara- 
tion that the decision of the Commissioners 
that the shares in the company held by the 
testator are to be valued for the purpose of 
estate duty. on the basis of the excess of the 
assets of the company over the liabilities of 
the company on a realisation in a voluntary 
winding up of the company, is erroneous; (2) 
that the principal value of the said shares 
shall be declared to be the price which the 
same would fetch if sold in the open market 
at the time of the death of the deceased as 
shares in a solvent company intending to 
carry on its business; (3) for a declaration 
that on the basis of valuation adopted by the 
Commissioners their estimate of value is ex- 
cessive; and (4) that the sum of 15s. be 
declared to be the value of each share in the 
company for the purpose of the assessment of 
estate duty. and that any excess duty paid by 
petitioners be refunded. 

COMMISSIONERS’ ANSWER. 

The Revenue Commissioners. in their 
answer to the petition, admit that the state- 
ment that the principal assets of the company 
consisted of the stock-in-trade valued in the 
last balance sheet of 50th September, 1928, at 
£23,529 10s. 2d. is correct; but they do not 
admit that on winding up of the company it 
would not produce more than £15,553.

Consolidation Act, 1908, a purchaser of the 
deceased man’s block of shares would be in 
a position to have the company wound up 
voluntarily. and it was, therefore, correct for 
the purpose of valuing that block of shares to 
treat their value as being equivalent to their 
proper proportion of what the assets of the 
company would realise in such a winding up, 
after allowing a generous sum for the expense 
of such winding up. Although, in arriving 
at the value of this business, no sum was in- 
cluded for the goodwill, regard should be had 
to the fact that the goodwill in this case is a 
valuable asset which would increase the 
purchase price of the business very consider- 
ably in the event of a sale or of a liquidation.

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SIX BOYS IN. COURT...

EMARKABLE evidence revealing the 
escapades of. six boys, three them 
under thirteen yedrs of age, was given 
to-day in the Belfast Juvenile Court, Mr, P, 
J. G Donoghue, R.M., presiding. The boys, 
who came from the Old Lodge road district, 
were charged with a series of thefts from a 
number of business establishments in the 
centre of the city, and on the solicitors’ 
table was a big collection of scent bottles, 
mirrors, powders and powder puffs, a bicycle 
lamp, a collection of fountain pens and 

pencil holders,: and also underclothing. 

A succession of young girls were called 
as witnesses, and depesed to having receival 
presents from the boys charged. 

“ Did you get any presents from bovs ’?’’ 
asked the Resident Magistrate of one little 
girl, and.she answered, *‘I did, sir; from — 
and » indicating two of the accused 


boys. 
“NOT GUILTY.” 


The boys said that they were not guilty 
except in the case of two of them, who 
acknowledged the theft of a bicycle lamp. 

‘We find you guilty in any case,” com- 
mented the Resident Magistrate, who added, 
that the cases were very serious and would 
take some time for consideration. 

Mr. John Graham, appearing for one of 
the boys, informed the Bench that his client 
had restored al! the property in connection 
with which he was charged, adding also that 
this was the first occasion on which he had 
been in trouble. 
¢ District Inspector M‘Farland said that a 
good deal of property had been restored. 

The Resident Magistrate, adjourning the 
case for a week, said that all the circum- 
stances required the most serious considera- 
tion—a consideration whether boys who 
robbed shops in an indiscriminate manner 
should not be sent to a relormatory at once. 
In the case of one of the boys it might even 
he necessary to send him to such an institu- 
tion for a few years. “We are not quite 
certain whether we should not send him 
somewhere until next week,” concluded Mr. 
O'Donoghue, who then ordered the parents 
to enter into sureties for the boys’ presence 
in Court on Wednesday next . 


Tele of Thee’: Birds 


“ Gap in the Case for the 
Prosecution.” 
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From Oun Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LONGFORD, Wednesday. 

er HIS is a}case bristling with suspicion 

and obviously a dishonest defence, but 

there is a gap in the case for the 
prosecution, said Acting-District Justice 
McCarthy at Drumlish (Co. Longford), in 
acquitting James Quinn, a young man, who 
was charged with the larceny of three turkey 
cocks, the property of Mrs. Bridget Maguire, 
Canbegs, Longford. 

Mrs. Maguire told the Court that the three 
turkeys had been purchased by Miss 
Josephine (0 Donohoe, poultry insiructress, 
Jongford County Committee of Agriculture, 
lor Cavan County Committee of Agriculture, 
for stud purposes. Witness had made arrange- 
ments to rail the birds to Cavan, but when 
she had made her arrangements the three 
Lirds had disappeared. The weight of the 
birds ranged from 21}lb. to 23lb. 

Cross-examined by Mr. F. Farrell, she said 
that when she missed the turkeyg she sus- 
pected another man of stealing them, because 
that man was suspected of everything missing 
in the locality. 

Sergeant O'Shea, Drumlish, gave evidence 
of having made a search of the premises of 
James Quinn, the defendant. 1 could not 
make a thorough search of the dwellinghouse. 
because Quinn’s wife was in bed and stated 
té be ill. The defendant, he said, told 
him that he sold turkevs to a man named 
Devine, and that his wife reared the turkevs. 
Later he said that he had sold the turkeys 
to Halpin, a poultry merchant in Long- 
ford. 

Mr. John-Haipio, of the firm of Messrs. 
Halpin and Sens, poultry merchants, Long- 
ford, identified Quinn as the seller to him 
of two turkey -ocks weighing 2131b. and 
223i, for which he paid him &d. per Ib. 
The date on which he purchased the birds 
from Quinn coincided with the date on which 
they disappeared. 

The defendant and his wife gave evidence 
that they had reared the turkeys. 

‘‘My husband sold the birds because T was 
sick, said Mrs. Qninn, “and he tcld me 
that he got only 88. 6d. each for them, 
because I suppose he drank the rest of it.” 

Superintendent Liddy challenged the 
defence to call a witness whom Mrs. Quinn 
named as “ Rover ”. Quinn to corroborate 
the evidence for the defence. The witness 
was not examined, and the District Justice, 
making the comment above, said that the 
evidence for the prosecution did not account 
for the third turkey alleged to have been 
stolen.

WICKLOW TOWN’S 
NEEDS.

WICKLOW, Wednesday. 
RITING to Wicklow Urban Counei! 
W last night, Dr. A. A. O'Connor, 
Medical Officer of Health, once more 
called attention to the serious and urgent 
need of housing for the poor of the town. 
During the recent influenza epidemic he had 
found the conditions in many cases very bad, 
and, fortunately, the illness was of a non- 
virulent type, or there would have been many 
deatas. He instanced the difficulties entailed 
on doctors trying to nurse back health to 
poor people when an entire family was herded 
into one room, when the opening of the front 
door almost blew the patient out of bed, and 
children were deprived of ample space, air, 
and heat. It was bad enough that they could 
not receive adequate food. 

Thero was t»0 much sickness prevalent for 
for a town like Wicklow, and he blamed the 
lack of housing. It also affected very 
seriously the efforts made to try to check 
tuberculosis, but that disease could never be 
eradicated from the country until the poor 
were properly housed. ‘Treatment in sana- 
toria showed the excellent results of fresh air 
and good food, but what was the use of such 
treatment to have the people returned to in- 
sanitary hovels to live in again? He wassure 
the Council would do its best to remedy this 
serious state of affairs. 

The Town Clerk said that he had sent a 
copy of that report to the Ministry, with a 
request for a reply, about their housing 
scheme, which they had prepared, and sent 
for approval long ago. 

Mr. J. Everett, T.D., said that he had 
waited on the Department, and tried to get a 
satisfactory reply for that meeting. He was 


glad that the medical profession were agree- 
ing with the opinions of the Labour represen- 
tatives that the Government had been attack- 
ing tuberculosis from the wrong end, that 
sunatorium treatment was useless when the 
people had not proper housing.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 
HEN the Electricity Inquiry was re- 
W sumed in Belfast to-day, before Mr. 
J. C. Davison, K.C., M.P., Mr. E. $. 
Murphy, K.C., M P., handed in a statement 
of the financial position of Mr. Curran, of the 
Ballyclare Company. 

Mr. Chambers then opened his case on 
behalf cf the Cullybackey Lighting Com- 
mittee, urging that Cullybackey, as now 
served, was much more advantazeously 
situated than ‘t would be if the Electricity 
Distributions Company were granted an Order. 
The Cullybackey Lighting Committee was 
formed in 1925. There were 125 private con- 
sumers, 10 churches and 10 church halls. 
Householders paid at 2s. 6d. per quarter for 
a 40 watt lamp: churches paid 6d. per unit. 
and halls 8d. per unit. The Committee had 
expended £512 on main lines and _ installa- 
tions. They had no plant, but hought in 
bulk from Dromora and Maine, Ltd., at £40 
per annun. The street lighting was done 
free, and, therefore, no figures were avail- 
able, There were 25 street lamps, which were 
sept on until 11 p.m 

Mr. Chambers next addressed himself to 
the case of the Old Bleach Linen Company, 
Randalstown, who had powers under their 
articles to act as slecirical undertakers. They 
were supplying the village of Randalstown, 
which was almost exclusively occupied by 
their own workers, as well as supplying their 
own factory. 

Mr. Davison thought the article quoted by 
counsel aj-plied to the development of the 
firm s business. 

WATER POWER. 

Mr. Chambers said that electricity was in- 
stalled in the company’s premises in 1899, 
the second installation in Northern Jreland. 
Previous to that there was no public lighting 
in the town. The firm supplied the town, 
end the cheapness of the supply was due to 
the fact that the electricity was generated by 
water power. The price now charged to the 
ordinary consumer was 8d. per unit, less five 
per cent., but, taking the average to ordinary 
householders, the firm’s workers and the 
public, lighting was 4.9. Mr. Scott had ad- 
initted that the Old Bleach Company could 
supply cheaper than the Distribution Com- 
pany and nndersell them. Counsel contended 
that so long as that remained the fact. the 
persons living in Randalstown would have a 
serious cause for complaint if the Old Bleac!: 
Company ceased to distribute and the Distri- 
bution Company took over. His clients had 
fathered electricity in the town. and they 
were the persons properly entitled to the 
Grder. 

As to street lighting. counsel said that the 
lamps were on all night at present, whereas 
if the Distribution Company got the order 
they would be switched off at midnight. The 
area proposed by the Distribution Company 
was smaller than that supplied by the Old 
Bleach. The Old Bleach company’s plant 
was run by their staff, which made the 
current cheaper. His elients were prepared 
to carry out free wiring by charging the 
consumer a penny per unit over and above 
the normal charge, so that they would be 
in ihe same positivn as the Distribution Com- 
pany. 

In reply to the chairman, Mr. Chambers 
said that about a thousand people were em- 
ploved by the Old Bleach Company. 

Mr. Davison said that that figure was out 
of proportion to the population of the town. 

Mr. “haimbers replied that there were 13,000 
people in the town, but many employes 
from outside districts.

; THE GREAT BUSTARD.' 

Such powerful protectors are but too few, 
and the senseless destruction goes on. Some of 
the birds that were banished had a real 
economic value. The Great Bustard was a 


oo magnificent game bird, and for table purposes 


it was unequalled. Yet, relentless persecution 
has driven it completely from mene haunts 
where it was once quite common. Its great 
size and striking appearance made too tempt- 
ing a mark, and the high price, a guinea, 
fetched by the eggs doomed it utterly. An 
attempt was made to re-introduce these grand 
birds early in the present century, but neigh- 
bouring landlords and ignorant keepers slew 
them when they strayed beyond the bound- 
aries of the property. ae 
A like fate attended the Capercaillie, the 
giant of the grouse tribe, but careful protec- 
tion and the export of specimens from Sweden 
has met with the’ success merited, and now 
the bird is well established again in Scotland. 
_ It has long been extinct in Ireland, and the 
destruction of woods and prevalence of poach- 
ing renders its rehabilitation «xtremely un- 
likely. Gamekeepers are guilty of the loss of 
many of tlie hawks and owls, -nd it is a 
most regrettable paradox that strict preser- 
vation anywhere is responsible for sad gaps in 
the bird life oí. that district. 


DESTRUCTION. 

Only wily marauders, as the jay and mag- 
pie, manage to exist, and even those most 
cunning of birds often are caught, and serve 
to decorate that malodorous gibbet so dear 
to most keepers, providing maggots from their 
decaying carcases to feed the young pheasants. 
One of the noblest of hawks, -he great Gos- 
~ hawk, once dwelt with us, and goshawks from 
the North of Ireland were esteem2d above all 
_ others for hawking. Like the rest st has gone, 
“and if ever a:specimen returns, efforts, which 

prove successful, are made to shoot it 
be y every one with a gun that sees it. 
The beautifi hen and Montagu’s harrier must 
be added to the list, although a few pairs breed 
with us annually under the care of an en- 
wed few. The handsome grey crane, 
its white marked neck and graceful 
e, was once abundant in Ireland, and 

the twelfth and fourteenth centuries 
flocks were recorded. Now Ussher’s 
mentions ho occurrence since 1884, 
though doubtless so strong IB se a bird 
must revisit us more frequently, aud’ an 
odd-straggler must arrive every year. 
THE GREAT AUK. 
Nowljere has the ruthlessness of these 
bird slayers been more ably demonstrated 
in the sad accounts of the extermination 
of the great auk. In the course of a few 
years our finest sea bird was removed 
completély “‘ off the map.” This devastation 
has scarcely ever been equalled, and the 
accounts of the killings in Synington Grieve’s 
standard work are revolting in the extreme. 
On Fank Island, off the Newfoundland Coast, 
where these birds were especially numerous, 
they were slaughtered by thousands for their 
Skins, feathers and flesh; and for lack of 
other fuel the fires were kept alight with the 
fat covered bodies of the wretched creatures 
A very few years of this frenzied destruction 
and the great auk joined the majority. The 
last known Irish specimen was captured in 
Waterford Harbour in September, 1834. It 
survived for nearly four months in captivity 
on a diet of potatoes mashed in milk 
and suitable fish. The bird, a young 
male, is now in possession of 
Trinit ae ge In a book on Greenland 
ublis last year it was rumoured that a 
that appeared to be the Great Auk had 
- been seen off that wild and inhospitable coast 
. $n 1870. Perhaps, like Mantell’s Gallinu!e, 
& few specimens still exist, unknown to their 
greatest enemy—man. The proposals to 
 ereate suitable bird sanctuaries are worthy 
ot the support of every citizen, and, doubt- 
less, a few bee of so enlightened a course 
‘would reveal a marked increase in our shy 
wisitors. A glance through the catalogues of 
any professional “‘ naturalist’ is illuminating. 
one sees eggs of the St. Kilda wren, 
dotierel and Kentish plover offered for sale, 
the ey of these birds is at once ex- 
plained. Yet, all the foregoing are supposed 
Let us hope that 
some day one of these bird bandits will be 
brought to justice in the Free State, and an 
exemplary sentence imposed.

FRENCH MINISTER’S 
ADDRESS. 

A. T a meeting of the Dublin Writers’ Club, 
A held in the Aberdeen Hall of the 

™ Gresham Hotel last. night, M. Charles 
Alphand, French Minister to the Irish Free 
State, delivered an address, in French, on 
“Writers of the French Diplomatic Service.” 

Mr. R. M. Smyllie, Vice-President of the 
Club, - presided. : 

_» Beginning his lecture with a few words m 
Eng a a Alphand logised to his 
audience for using the Fren gy al He 
quoted a personal experience..On the previous 
hes he had been present at a students’ debate 
in Gaelic, and, despite the fact that he missed 
the meaning of the speeches, he enjoyed the 
di ion immensely, Might he, perhaps, 
wish the same to his own listeners?’ 

At different times in the history of France 
many famous writers had been engaged in 
negotiations and matters of diplomatic 
import. Their literary works remained while 
their diplomatic activities were absolutely 
forgotten. It would be futile to recall them 
all, and it was sufficient to note that in 
the 18th century, le duc»de St. Simon, the 
keen and genial observer of the Versailles 
Court, was Ambassador Extraordinary in 
Spain, under the Regency. A few years 
tefore, the witty Destouches, author of many 
plays, now long forgotten, was French Charge 
d’Affaires in London, and in the middle of 
the century a young man, almost unknown, 
Jean Jaques Rousseau, consented to follow, 
in the capacity of secretary, the French 
Ambassador, the Comte de Montaigne, to 
Venice... The story of his disputes with his 
supetior formed a captivating chapter of the 


** Confessions. ”” 
In the nineteenth century we met the 


names of Chateaubriand, Ambassador in 
Rome and Condon, and Foreign Minister, 
Lamartine, Secretary of Embassy in Naples 
and Florence, and also Foreign Minister in 
1848: Stendhal, the powerful novelist of ‘‘ La 
Chartreuse de Parme”’’ and “Le Rouge et 
Noir,” Consul at Trieste, and for a few years 
in the Pontifical States at Civita Vecchia ; 
Gobineau, philosopher and historian of the 
races, who became Minister in Persia, in 


G and in Sweden. mee 
This tradition was well maintained to-day 


by the great poet, Paul Claudel, the present 
French Ambassador in the Um States ; 
perhaps. the greatest living interpreter of 
the spirit of the Far East, and by such 
brilliant young men of the new generation 
as Jean Giraudoux and Paul Morand. 


A GREAT STYLIST. 


M. Alphand chose, as the subject of a 
closer analysis, the works of Jean Girau- 
doux, that great stylist, little known in 
Ireland, who, while standing in contrast to 
the exponents of the great currents of Euro- 
pean thought, remains nevertheless a typical 
example of the French writer. In an open, 
original and attractive style, mingled with 
a light touch of irony, Giraudoux depicts 
the quiet life of the. provincial towns of 
Central France, particularly in his first 
novels, “ Provinciales” and ' Simon le 
Pathétigue.” His creations of such youth- 
ful heroines as Juliette and Bella, will be 
for ever famous in French literature. He 
is also the author of a short book of witty 
maxims on sport, especially football and 
tennis. In the last few years, Jean Girau- 
doux has written two plays, both equally 
successful; ‘‘ Siegfried,” a study of French 
and German geinus, produced last year in 
Dublin by the Modern Languages Society of 
Trinity College, and ‘* Amphitryon,’’ a de- 
lightful mythological piece. 

M. Alphand concluded his lecture by read- 
ing short extracts from each of these plays. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to M. 
Alphand, Mr. Andrew E. Malone said that 
in M. Jusserand the French Diplomatic Ser- 
vice had one of its greatest writers, and ip 
M. Paul Claudel one of the greatest 
dramatists of to-day. It was somewhat 
difficult to understand why Claudel’s plays 
had not become popular in Ireland, but so 
far little had been heard about them. 

The vote of thanks was seconded by Pro- 
fessor R. Chauviré, who pointed out that 
M. Alphand himself was one of the literary 
diplomats, having written charming verse

Dust- Bins. 

I have often thought when passing along 

the streets in the early morning that the 
method of collécting refuse from dust-bins 
leaves much to be desired. Before the 
bins are collected they are frequently 
visited by scavengers, both human 
and canine, who scatter the refuse. 
Afterwards, when they are being emptied 
into the refuse-collecting vehicle, part 
of the rubbish is invariably blown 
about the street, causing much unplea- 
santness to passers-by, especially on a 
windy morning. 

This is one of the things they manage 
better on the Continent. Bins are closed 
in such a way that dogs. at least, cannot 
open them. They are not emptied into a 
vehicle, but are taken away closed, empty 
bins being exchanged for full ones. The 
motor trailer on which they are removed is 
fitted with a kind of rotatable squirre] 
cage, capable of carrying about eighty bins. 
I understand the empty vessels are 
cleansed and disinfected at the refuse 
dump before being returned.

A Horse Fair. 


A Correspondent writes :—I chanced the 
other day upon a horse fair in one of the 
northern cities, and delayed to observe 
proceedings. There is always a peculiar 
atmosphere abcut a horse fair, absent 
from any other. A cattle fair is a com- 
paratively light-hearted event, where per- 
Suasive eloquence may be freely inter- 
spersed with a pleasant jocularity. It is, 
after all, a question of ultimately dead 
meat; but the horse fair is concerned with 
live horse-flesh of many possibilities and 
probably protracted service. Horse fairs 
are serious matters; the wit at them is 
caustic and sardonic. Their stock of 
knowledge in equine vagaries weighs 
almost more heavily than they can bear 
upon those hard-bitten men in leggings, 
chewing their eternal wisp of straw. This 
fair was no exception, but there was 
none of those fringes to it that used to 
make the horse fairs of the last generation 
endurable to the inexpert. Spancil Hill, 
in Ennis, was, perhaps, the liveliest in 
the country, well sprinkled with 
youngsters who were prepared to make 
any horse “ lepp’’ over any obstacle you 
might choose to name. Jumps that won 
their way to legend happened at that fair. 
Nor, in those days, were there lacking the 
enterprising tinkers who would sell you 
back your own horse under a different 
colour, and copers and fakers of every 
description and unbelievable cleverneas.

A Pea for the Whale. 


I have been glancing over a report of 
the Economic Council of the League of 
Nations, which suggests that the different 
countries engaged in the whaling industry 
should suspend operations against the 
animals; otherwise there will soon be 1.0 
more whales to hunt. During the nine- 
teenth century England, Norway and the 
United States cleared nearly all the 


“whales out of the northern seas, with the 


exception of a few that managed to escape 
through Béhring Straits into the Arctic 
regions. Ths European War brought a 
great demand for glycerine, and conse- 
quently the whalers set out for the 
Antarctic, where they established them- 
selves with all the latest weapons and 
methods of destruction. Modern at 
for instance, are discharged like torpedoes, 
and carry bombs on their points. After 
the War glycerine was no longer required 
to such an extent for explosives, but in- 
creasing quantities of whale oil began to 
ba absorbed by the soap combines, who 
now virtually own the whaling industry. 
I am afraid that the League of Nations 
will find it difficult to persuade these manu- 
facturers to keep their plant in idleness ; 
they would much prefer to go on killing 
whales while there are whales to be had. 
Consequently there does not seem to be 
much hope for the animals, unless, indeed, 
another ‘‘ Moby Dick ’’ should arise and 
urge them to a mass attack on their 
enemies, in which event there would soon 
be nothing left of the soap-makers and 
their floating factories except a few 
bubbles on the southern sea.

IRISH V.C.’S CAREER. 


THE LATE MAJOR.- 
GENERAL H. L. REED. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. . 


A very distinguished Irishman—Major- 
General Hamilton Lyster Reed, V.C., C.B., 
C.M.G.—died on March 7th, at his home 
in London, after a very trying illness borne 
with the utmost courage and patience. 
General Reed was the only son of the late 
well-known Sir Andrew Reed, K.C.B., 
K.C.M.G. (formerly Inspector-General of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary) and Elizabeth 
Mary, only daughter of the late Hamilton 
Lyster, Esq., of Croghan, Parsonstown. He 
was born in Dublin in 1869. He was educated 
at Chesterfield, Birr, at the Royal Military 
Academy, Woolwich, and was gazetted to 
the R.F.A. in 1888, and became Captain in 
1898. 

, Captain Reed served with distinction 
during the South African War, 1899-1902, 
first as Captain of the 7th Battery, R.F.A.., 
and later as D.A.A.G, on the Staff of the 
General Officer Commanding Orange River 
Colony. He was mentioned in despatches 
three times, and was wounded, and was 
awarded the Queen’s Medal with six clasps, 
and the King’s Medal with two clasps. He 
ained his Victoria Cross at the Battle of 
olenso by a very distinguished act. of 
bravery—‘‘a most gallant attempt” to save 
the guns, which had been abandoned on the 
banks of the Tugela. In 1904 he was pro- 
moted Major and passed the Staff College in 
1905. From 1906-1910 he was on the General 
Staff at Army Headquarters, afterwards 
becoming Staff Officer to the Inspector 
General of Overseas Forces. In 1911 he 
married Marjorie Eleanor, youngest daughter 
of the late Theodore Olive, Sie, of the 
Cedars, Datchet, who survives him, with a 
son and two daughters. He served as 
Military Attaché with the Turkish forces in 
the Balkan War, 1912-13. 

Major Reed was on active service during 
the Great War, 1914-1918, during the whole 
period, and was mentioned in despatches 
eight times; was wounded, promoted Brevet- 
Colonel, and received his ©.M.G. and 
C.B. He was made temporary Major- 
General and commanded the famous idth 
(Scottish) Division which took a never-to-be- 
forgotten part in the Battle cf Arras, March, 
1918, and was sent to assist the French 
troops in the capture of Soissons, July, 1918. 
His latest command was that of G.O.C. of 
the 52nd (Lowland) Scottish Division, T.A., 
1923-27, and he retired from the Army in 
1928, so closing a military career of marked 
distinction. His untimely death leaves a 
blank in his wide circle of friends which it 
will be hard to fill. 

The most modest of men, it was not pos- 
sible to persuade him to talk of his own 
achievements, but he was generous in his 
appreciation of the deeds of other men, and 
ever more ready to give praise to others 
than to accept it for himself. With Ins 
kindly, lovable nature, he had great personal 
charm, and all who came in contact with 
him were impressed by his pleasant, genial 
manner. He was always popular with, and 
respected by his men, and he took the 
deepest interest in their well-being. Since 
his retirement from the Army, he occupied 
himself with other interests, and led a busv, 
active life. His powers of resistance to ill- 
ness were much weakened by his having been 
“ gassed ” severely during the war, and, in 
spite of all that onan okie and care could 
do, he succumbed to a severe attack of 
pá sna pneumonia. ; 

eneral Reed was a living example of 
Cardinal Newman's temans tiedtion of a 
gentleman—as ‘ one who never inflicts pain, 
1g never mean or little in his disputes, never 
takes unfair advantage, never mistakes 
personalities or sharp sayings for arguments, 
or insinuates evil which he dare not say 
out.” In his modest, generons heart he put 
duties, friendships, and home ties before fame 
and outward honours. He leaves an example

DUBLIN FRENCH SOCIETY 
LECTURE. 7 


Monsieur Alphand, Minister for France to 
the Irish Free State, presided yesterday at a 
meeting of the Dublin French Society in tl 
Hizh School, Dublin, when Dr. Stark: 
livered—and demonstrated with the viol: 
lecture on the music of France in the líth 
and 18th centuries. It was a most delighttu! 
hour during which Dr. Starkie, speaking np 
French, held the attention of his audience. 

The lecturer dealt mainly with the Couperin 
family, and speaking of Louis Couperin, wno 
was one of the 24 violinists to King Louis 
XI11., he said that music in those days at the 
King’s palace was divided into three parts, 
the music of the chapel, of the palace, and of 
the stable, the last being the music with 
which the royal expeditions were accom- 
panied. 

Dr. Starkie played some of the music which 
Louis Couperin used to play for the French 
Monarch. He then spoke of | Frangois 
Couperin, who established instrumental music 
in France. He described the particular styie 
that he gave to French music, which style 
had lasted on to De Bussy and Ravel. This 
style was in a sense opposed to the French 
genius, as seen in literature. In literature 
the mark of French genius was logical clear- 
ness, and worked through reason, while In 
French music they found a vague, indefinite 
sense, and its great charm was in evocation 
and suggestion. 

. THE COUPERIN STYLE. 

The important fact to remember was that 
the particular style that Couperin gave | 
French music had persisted right on to w 
they called the modern movement, and De 
Bussy, whose work was a reaction against 
Wagnerism. . 

Dr. Starkie showed that it was not enough 
to study the eighteentl) century by literature 
and painting; they must also study it from 
music. The Couperins in France, in a way, 
corresponded toe the Bach family in Germany, 
and it was interesting to note that the last of 
them died in 1850 in Paris. 

At the conclusion of the lecture Monsieur 
Alphand highly complimented Dr. Starkie, 
who stated that some of the music that he 
had played had been recently edited in 
France.

TWO METHODS OF KELP 


BURNING.

REVIVING THE BOYNE RIVER 
MUSSEL INDUSTRY. 


———— 


LS EIREANN devoted the greater 


part of yesterday’s sitting to the Com- 
mittee stage of the 1930 Land Bill. 


Over a hundred amendments had been 
tabled, mostly by the Opposition, and 
yesterday's discussion centred around 
a number which were moved by Mr. 
Derrig, the Fianna Fail member for 
Carlow-Kilkenny. All these were re- 

¢ jected except one, which was allowed 
to stand pending discussion of a con- 
sequential amendment. 


The discussion lasted until the rising of 
the Dail, and fully three-fourths of 
the amendments to the bill still 
remain to be dealt with. 


A vote of £12,000 for kelp-burning and the 
revival of the mussel industry in the 
River Boyne was agreed to.

Mr. LYNCH, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, in moving a vote for £12,000 to 
recoup the Contingency Fund for money 
spent in his department, explained that the 
expenditure came under two heads—the 
building of stone enclosures and kilns in the 


Gaeltacht in connection with the kelp indus- 


try and the planting of mussels at the 
mouth of the Boyne. 

The method adopted in connection with 
the collection of winter weed for kelp was 
that in operation in Brittany for some 
time, and which had proved very successful 
there. 

This year three thousand tons of weed had 
been gathered and stacked, and would be 
converted nto kelp in due course, The 
amount of iodine seaweed would show the 
people in the Gaeltacht whether or not this 
method of gathering and dealing with the 
winter weed was a paying proposition. 


BRITISH BAN. 

Of the total amount, £365 had been spent 
in an endeavour to revive the mussel industry 
at the Boyne. That at one time was a 
flourishing industry, but, owing to contamina- 
tion, an order was made in Britain prohibit- 
ing the importation of the mussels into that 
country. As a result, the beds were neglected 
and the shell-fish became so numerous that 
they were not able to —s properly. The 
money was spent in transplanting them to 
other points at the mouth of the Boyne, The 
question of building a purification tank there 
had reached an advanced state of examination, 
and he hoped that the result would be that 
the ban on the mussels would be removed. 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
thought that the Minister might have given 
fuller information as to the possibilities of 
the kelp industry, and as to whether the 
scheme they had embarked upon would in time 
pay for itself. He thought that the money 
spent on the enclosures and kilns was a dead 
loss and would not be recovered. In order 
that such schemes should not collapse his 
party was anxious that they should be 
properly managed at the beginning. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labonr, Donegal) hoped 
that all the money would not be spent in 
Galway, but that Donegal and the islands off 
the coast would get their share. If they were 
going to ‘develop the. industries in the Gael- 
tacht they would have to put schemes into 
operation, even though they were uneconomic. 


OYSTER SCHEMES. 


Mr. LYNCH, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, said that the question of oyster 
culture and development was at present under 
thé consideration of a Committee of the Sea 
Fisheries’ Association, and one member of it 
had more practical knowledge of the oyster 
industry than anybody else in the country. 
The Committee was considering certain 
schemes to revive oyster beds which had been 
dormant for some years. He again stressed 
the fact that neither he nor his Department 
was a buyer of kelp. They were merely act- 
ing as agents for the kelp gatherers. 

eplying to questions by Mr. Little (F.F., 
WaAterford) and Mr. Hogan (Lab., Clare), 

The Minister explained that the systems of 
burning kelp by trench and by kiln always 
existed side by side in Ireland, and the use 
of the raised kiln was not the result of the 
visit of their officer to Brittany. The 
factory people, however, now stated that for 
the future they would only buy kelp in the 
ash state produced by the raised kiln method. 
The Department's inspector had gone to 
Brittany to see how they dealt with the winter 
weed, and whether it would be profitable for 
the Irish gatherers to adopt winter collec- 
tion and burning. If they could get £5 a 
ton, as they hoped they could, he imagined 
that the people would take to producing 
winter kelp. They would get no return in 
cash for the £12,000 in this estimate, but 
they would have 176 drying enclosures and 
other permanent works, which would be an 
asset in the future. 

The vote was agreed to. 


SIDELIGHT ON THE DECREASE 


IN EMIGRATION. 


In moving a supplementary vote of £1,000 
for marine service, 

Mr. MceGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, explained that this vote. was 
necessary, because of a considerable decrease 
in ‘revenue resulting. in the falling-off in 
emigration. The number of liners calling at 
Cobh and Galway had decreased, with -:un- 
sequent falling-off in receipts from inspection 
of ships, medicai inspection, ahd stores. The 
amount received from sale of wreckage was 
also down, 

Tha vote was agreed to. 


ITHE NEW LAND BILL 


IN COMMITTEE. 


MANY AMENDMENTS 
REJECTED. ' 


The Money Resolution for the Land Bill, 
1931, whs agreed to. 

On the Committee Stage of the Land Bill, 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
moved the deletion of Section 1, which made 
area he said, the Land Bond Act of 
1 to the Land Bond Act of 1929. The 
efiect of the section was to continue the 
British Guarantee of Irish Land Stock, and 
he saw no necessity for this guarantee in 
view o fthe fact that the credit of the Free 
State was so high throughout the world as to 
satisfy all investors, save British landlords. 

Mr. RODDY, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Lands Department of the Ministry for 
Lands and Fisheries, said that Deputy Herrig 
was beating the air. The section did not 
refer to the present bill, but he felt that some 
effort had to be made to bring the Act of 
1929 into conformity with the Act of 1927. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) also 
objected to the section on the grounds that 
it was an acceptance of the principle that the 
bonds of this State must be guaranteed by 
an outside power. . 

Ms. LAW (Govt., Donegal) said that if 
there were any necessity for such a guarantee 
it was because of the attitude of Fianna Fail. 

The section was passed by 59 votes to 50. 
LAND FOR EX-SERVICE MEN’S HOUSES. 

On Section 7, which provides for the repay- 
ment to Great Britain of an equitable share 
of the increased value of land purchased for 
the erection of houses for British ex-Service 
men caused by improvements, 

_Mr. DERRIG said that there was no neces- 
sity for the section. He did not believe that 
Britain would press for the repayment of the 
money. The British ex-Service men in the 
Free State had a big claim against the British 
Government, and the Government of the Free 
State proposed to hand back to that wealthy 
nation money allocated for the welfare of 
those men. 

On a division the section. wsa passed by 
60 votes to 52. 

UNTENANTED LANDS. 

Mr. DERRIG moved an amendment pro- 
viding that within three months of the passin 
of the Act the Land ‘Commission shoul 
publish lists of all the untenanted lands 
geferred to in the schedule. 

Mr. GEOGHEGAN (F.F., Longford-West- 
meath) supported the amendment, and urged 
that there should be no difficulty in the 
matter in view of the fact that since the pas- 
sage of the Act of 1923 the Land Commission 
had been receiving all the necessary particu- 
lars of these lands. 

Mr. RODDY, in rejecting the amendment, 
said that it would be impossible to publish 
lists in three months’ time. There were 
120,000 tenancies, and the information 
required involved details about rentals, etc.

second reading of the bill; when he said that 
he hoped to have the list of all vested holdings 
published within twelve months affer the Act 
became law.

THE APPOINTED DAY. 

Mr. DERRIG moved an amendment to 
provide that the Apfinted Day should be 
fixed on a date not later than 9th August, 
1928. ‘There was no reason, he said, why an 
effort should not be made to give restitution 
to the tenants for the moneys they had paid, 
and to make these moneys gQ in redemption 
of their purchase money. ás 

Mr. GOREY (Govt., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that he would not object to such a pro- 
posal, provided that the State was ready to 
find the money. 

Mr, DE VALERA (F-:F., Clare) said that 
the further idea behind the proposal was 


that restitution would be made to the tenants 


by the State on the one hand, and the land- 
lord on the other. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) said that 
this proposal was going only a very small 


way towards making the restitution that 


should be made. 
Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
the proposal involved only a very small 


amount of money, so far as the landlord was 


concerned. 

Mr. RODDY said that actually the land- 
lord had gained very little by the delay in 
vesting, which was inherent. in the 1923 Act. 


It, was quite impossible at the time of the 


passing of the 1923 Act to foresee the time 
that would elapse before a holding was vested 
in a tenant. In the Land Bill introduced by 
Deputy Derrig, the appointed day was fixed 
three years ahead in respect of non-judicial 
holdings, and it was interesting to know 
what had forced him to the conclusion that 
it should be retrospective. . 

Mr. KENNEDY (Fianna Fail, Longford- 
Westmeath) said that lack of svstem and in- 
éficiency of the Land Commission were the 
cause of the non-vesting of estates under the 
1923 Act, and, therefore, the State should 
hear the burden of the compensation to the 
tenants «ho had suffered a result of this in- 
efEciency. 


MR. COSGRAVE’S COMMENT 
ON THE HOUSE. 


President COSGRAVE said that he did 
regard the amendment seriously; it was 
merely an afterthought. 

“It is,” he added ‘‘one of those things 
that are sickening «bout politics, and that 
make one disappointed at the representation 
we have in the House at the moment.” 
(Laughter and cheers from the Fianna Fail 
benches. }

QUESTION OF APPEALS. 

Mr. DERRIG moved an amendment to 
permit of appeals, and said that, in view of 
interests involved, there should be the fullest 

ssible right of WES and there should 

e an ultimate right of appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

r. GOREY held that the provisions for 
appeals had worked out unjustly against 
tenants in many cases, as they were not able 
to bring them. He was inclined to do away 
with the appeals altogether. 

Mr. RODDY said that it would be advis- 
able to reserve the right, given in the Act of 
1925, of appeal from the Judicial Com- 
missioners on questions of Jaw. 

Mr. RODDY rejected the amendment, and 
said that whatever delay occurred in appeal 
cases did not occur in the Judicial Com 
missioner’s Court. The Judicial Commis- 
sioner had the reputation of being the 
speediest of the Judges. There had always 
been the right of appeal from the Land 
Commission, and it wes significant that 
seventy-five per cent. of the appeals were 
made by the tenants. It would be unfair at 
this stage in the history of the Land Courts 
to take away that right of appeal. 

The amndement was rejected without a 
division. 

ADVANCES TO TENANTS. 

Mr. DERRIG moved a further amendment 
fnaking it mandatory on the Land Commis- 
sion to restrict advances to tenants to the 
sum of £3,000. 

Mr. GEOGHEGAN, supporting the amend- 
ment, said that wherever the price went up 
above £3,000 the tenant should put up the 
difference himself, and not be allowed to raid 
the public puree. a 

Mr. MATHEWS (Govt., Meath) said that 
under the Act of 1903 the price that could be 
advanced was £5,000, and he knew cases where 
the Land Commission had in their discretion 
exceeded that sum. i 

Mr. GEOGHEGAN said that that was what 


helped to paralyse the operations of the. 


Wyndham Act and to exhaust its funds long 
before it was anticipated. 

Mr. RODDY said that the Land Commis- 
sion in these matters had always discretionary 
power, and he did not approve of depriving 
them of that power. He could not accept the 
amendment. 

The amendment was rejected on a division 
by 66 votes to 53. 

At 10.30 progress was reported, the de- 
bate was adjourned, and the House rose until 
ó p.m. to-day. 
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CATTLE FREIGHT 
CHARGES. 


RAILWAY. COM- 
PANIES CRITICISED. 


were criticised at the annual meeting 

of the Irish Cattle Trade and Stock- 
owners’ Association in Dublin last night, and 
Senator Counihan said that the traders could 
not carry on with the -present freights with 
any hope oi success. 

The Chairman said that rates at present 
prevailing for fat cattle showed a dead loss 
to farmers stall-feeding, while shippers of 
cattle were finding it hard to get a profit. 
The position of shipping freights deserved 
severe criticism. Apart from nov. being 
affected ny road competition they were alav 
in a position of absolute monopoly. 

Senator John J. Counihan said that it 
industry and the bad trade and upemploy- 
should be a matter of great satisfaction, 
considering the world depression in every 
ment in Great Britain, to be able to report 
that their industry was in a healthy condi- 
tion, that exports had increased and that 
prices for live-stock had been fairly well 
maintained during the past year 

He did not want to be a pessimist, but 
was afraid that prospects for the céming 
vear were not so bright. Still there was no 
need to be alarmed; for, although thev 
might have to accept lower prices, thev were 
assured of a ready market in Great Britain 
for more than twice the number of live-stock 
they could produce for export, and that was 
more than people engaged in any other in- 
dustry could look forward to. 

Live-stock was at present the only item 
either of agricultural produce or manufactured 
goods of which there was not over-production 
mn the world to-day, and it would be well for 
legislators and advisers who advocated a 
drastic cnange in their system of farming to 
remember that fact, and concentrate their 
energies in encouraging the production of the 
article which commanded a ready market. 

“The people engaged in the live-stock 
trade know their business, and are doing it 
well, without ‘ doles’ or subsidies; but there 
are matters which are directly hampering our 
trade which we cannot ourselves put right, 
and which we have repeatedly apnealed to the 
Government to rectify, but without avail,”’ 
said the Senator. 

“Our export of live-stock is the largest. of 
any country in the world,” he continued, 
“and it is an accepted maxim. ‘ The bigger 
the trade the lower the freights,’ but in our 
ease, under the operations of a monopoly, the 
rule is the bigger the trade the higher the 
freights.”’ 

They did not expect freights at pre-war 
level; but, if they were to successfully carry 
on the industry, all freights and other over- 
head charges must be reduced. Great 
Southern Railways’ freights were practically 
one and a half times more than British rail- 
ways freights. The port-to-port freights 
by this shipping combine were now 160 rer 
cent. over pre-war, while shipping freights 
to or from Great Britain to any part of the 
— except Ireland, were now at pre-war 
evel. 

Senator Counihan criticised the Irish banks 
for “‘ unreasonable failure to accommodate the 
farmers,” and said that one-fourth the 
number of banks would suffice in this country.

SEWERAGE AND WATER 
! SCHEMES. 


Mr. WESTROPP BENNETT, Chairman, 
presided at yesterday's meeting. 

On the second reading of the Public 
Health (Special Expenses) Bill), 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, said that the bill dealt with the 
question of expenditure in connection with 
the installation of new sewerage and water- 
works, or their #xtension in county areas. 
It was proposed that they should cover a 
wide area of charge so that there might he 
suitable security for the loan. The present 
bill made it possible to do two things. 
In the first plate a County Council could 
levy a small charge—a fraction of a penny— 
over the county area and make an annual 
contribution to the lean charges, which 
would be of considerable assistance. 

In the second place, where the area charge 
was; being set out it would be possible 
to hivide that area into an area of charge 
proper and a sub-area of charge. The bill 
limited the charge so made to three- 
hialfpence, and, with the sanction of the 
Minister. to threeneiice. 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that an effort migit 
be made in Committee, if the Minister was 
agretable, whereby a definite basis would 
be established of striking rates on thé area 
of charge in such a form that each area to le 
benefited should be taxed proportionate to 
its capacity. 

The bill passed ifs stcond stage, and the 
Committee stage was fixed for. to-day 


(Thursday). 
DUBLIN POOR RELIEF BILL. 


Oh the second reading of the Poor Relief 
(Dublin) Bill, 1931. 

Mr. MULCAHY exvlained that the- bill 
was to continue the 1929 Act for a period of 
five years, when it was felt that the position 
of poor relief in the city and county of 
Dublin would have heen examined into. Jt 
had heen originally estimated that the cost 
under the new scheme would be £120,000, but 
the sum now estimated was £81,000. ‘There 
was no new scheme yet proposed, as the new 
bodies set up under the Greater Dublin 
scheme would not be able to make up their 
minds for a couple of years, It was hardly 
likely that that would happen in the lifetime 
of the present Parliament; it would, he 
thonght, be a matter for the new Oireachtas. 

The LORD MAYOR, referring to the two 
years’ residence qualification, mentioned a 
case recently brought to his notice, in which 
a young married man, whose normal place of 
residence was Dublin, because he served two 
years in the Army was told that he was not 
qualified to obtain relief. Residence even in 
a Dublin barracks for two years he was told 
did not qualify him; 

Mr. FARREN. said that no man whose 
normal residence was Dublin would be refused 
relief because he had been serving two years 
in the Army. 

The LORD MAYOR mentioned the case of 
another young man, who, rather than seek 
relief, went across Channel to get work. He 
got work for a couple of months, and, being 
unable to get further employment, returned 
to Dublin. where he was refused relief. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that it would he 
wiser if these cases were raised by the ad- 
ministrative bodies, and the Department 
allowed to deal with them. He could not 
understand why a man should be refused 
because he served in the Army. 

The second reading was passed, and the 
Committee stage fixed for to-day (Thursday). 


CIRCUIT COURT JUDGES’ 
RETIRING AGE. 

On tha second reading of the Courts of 
Justice Bill, 1931, 

Mr. FITZGERALD - KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, explained that the bill proposed that 
the retiring age for Circuit Court judges 
should be raised to seventy-two years. 

Mr. CONNOLLY, in opposing the bill, said 
that 14 was not right to make a servant of 
the State, a Circuit Court judge, the subject 
of a bill in that House. A man was more 
likely to approach senility after seventy than 
h2 was before it. Civil servants had to retire 
at sixty years of age and at a maximum of 


sixty-five, and he saw no reason why they 
should prolong the life of a judge on the 
Lench longer than that of a civil servant. 

Mr. FARREN, said that it was the ex- 
messed wish of the people among whom this 
Cireuit judge officiated that he should be 
retained for another two years because he 
had “given satisfaction to the people. Some 
of the best indgments were given by judges 
vho had passed their seventy-fifth year. 
Judges were notoriously long-lived. At 
present they had three ex-Lord Chancellors 
on the Pensions List. 

Mr. DOWDALIL said that he sat on the 
(ommittee that was responsible for that bill. 
Ta would like to tell Senator Connolly that 
‘ney were not ell lawyers on it. There were. 
very properly, some lawyers on it, but there 
were a mumber of sensible and honest men 


on it also, (laughter.) 

Mr. HOOPER said that, assuming that the 
judges did retain their faculties, it was surely 
ia the publis interest that they should be 
retained as long as possible. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, in replying, 
said that the bill was a permanent one, 
and consequently would apply, not to one 
judge, but to all judges in the future. 

The second reading was passed.

SAFEGUARDS FOR LOANS 
TO FISHERMEN, 


On the report stage of the Sea Fisheries 
Bill, 1930, & 

Mr. O'HANLON moved an amendment 
that where a member of the Society agreed 
to pay for the repair or renovation of a 
fishing boat or its equipment and contra- 
vened his agreement, he should be guilty of 
an offence, and liable, on summary convie- 
tion, to a fine not exceeding £20. 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment, 
which provided that if Seriator O’Hanlon’s 
proposal was to be inserted they ought to 
have some knowledge of the terms.of the 
contract, which, if broken, rendered a man 
liable to be fined. He favoured the develop- 
ment of responsible associations having re- 
sponsibility to the community, which would 
have a certair disciplinary authority over 
them, but he thonght that the amendment 
of Senator O’Hanlon, if adopted, would be 
going beyond that. They would be putting 
the individual who made a contract with 
the Association in a specially difficult _posi- 
tion, and would raise the Association on a 
level with a State authority. He thought 
the fact that the boat and gear could be 
confiscated if a fisherman disposed of his 
catch to anyone ontside the Assoéiation was 
a sufficient deterrent instead of a fine. 

Mr. DOHERTY opposed Senator O’Hanrlon’s 
amendment, on the ground that it seemed to 
create a new legal crime altogether. He felt 
that Senator Johnson’s amendment would 
meet the situation. 

Mr. MacLOUGHLIN expressed the opinion 
that the clause was necessarv to deal with a 
particularly mean type of fraud, which was 
more common than was supposed among ‘some 
fishermen. 

Mr. FIONAN LYNCH said that the amend. 
ment dealt with only breaches of the agree- 
ment that fishermen would enter into with 
their own Association. The Association 
would under this scheme be making loans 
ranging up to five or six hundred pounds 
without security or deposit. ~ Under the cir- 
cumstances the Society should be fully pro- 
tected, or they would not be justified in 
making loans and the scheme would fall to 
the ground. 

Mr. Johnson’s amendment was defeated. 

Mr. O’Hanlon’s amendment was carried 


by 20 votes to 15.

The Naval Agreement. 


Yesterday the memorandum on the 
results of Britain’s negotiations with 
France and Italy for the reduction and 
limitation of naval armaments was issued 
in London. The agreement permits France 
and Italy to complete before the end of 
1936 two capital ships each—the displace- 
ment of which shall not exceed 23,333 
tons—and to increase their tonnage in 
this category from a total of 175,000 to 
181,000. No such licence is allowed to 
Britain. It is true that, as soon as their 
new ships are built, France and Italy 
will be required to “ scrap ” corresponding 
vessels of an obsolescent class; but such 
an exchange is no mean addition of 
strength to any navy. Furthermore, 
France and Italy are allowed to construct 
34,000 tons of aircraft carriers, while a 
French submarine tonnage of 81,989 
tons on December 31st, 1936, has been 
sanctioned. Even Mr. Alexander’ ‘s 
disturbed at so large a figure, but he 
excuses its acceptarce on the ground that 
no lower figure was acceptable. Agree- 
ments always can be reached with ease 
if one side is willing to yield all that is 
demanded, and is prepared, in pursuance 
of such willingness, to waive the safe- 
guards for which it has been made 
responsible. Britain, it will he noticed, 
gains nothing. 

The most serious aspect of the new 
agreement, from the point of view of 
Great Britain and the Dominions, is the 
French submarine allowance. ‘Under the 
London Naval Treaty the Royal Navy 
may possess only 150,000 tons of 
destroyers, and until 1932 the British 
Government, in spite of its avowed recog- 
nition of a glaring proportionate in- 
equality, proposes to take no action in 
the niatter. ‘‘ The British Government 
reserved its powers of increase after the 
Geneva Conference,” said Mr. Alexander 
sturdily, before he plunged into a “ pro- 
found thankfulness’’ for an agreement, 
which, as he claimed, ‘‘put an end to 
competitive building in all categories.”’ 
We are not impressed by the reservation. 
The lessons of 1914 to 1918 would seem 
to have been forgotten at Whitehall in 
their entirety. In submarine warfare, as 
the Germans proved, the attack is liable 
always to outstrip the defence, While on 
land the amount of divisions which may 
hope, in given circumstances, to hold an 
attack of known quantity can be laid 
down in military text-books, at sea no 
such precise reckoning is possible. A new 
invention—even an exceptionally able 
commander—can stultify every defensive 
calculation. It is small wonder, in these 
circumstances, that the Dominions are 
anxious—but, as Mr. Alexander tells us. 
the prospects of the General Disarmament 
Conference at Geneva in 1952 are ch 
improved. 

There will be another war some day, 
and Englishmen will look to the Navy to 
perform what it performed before. [fí 
they are disappointed, they will have only 
themselves to blame. The submarine is 
the ideal weapon against an island power 


moreover, can be built faster than many 
of the types of vessel that are most potent 
against it. In 1917 the whole might of 
Britain, the Dominions, France, the 
United States and several other countries 
came within an ace of nullification at the 
hands of less than two hundred German 
submarines. Indeed, the U boats, if they 
had not -permitted themselves to be 
hampered by diplomatic considerations, 
might have won the war. On this point 
few experts disagree to-day ; yet Britain’s 
Socialist Government does not hesitate 
to defer for a year the re-adjustment of 
the Navy’s destroyer strength in the 
teeth of a menace to which the flotillas 
of Kiel and Cuxhaven were a trifle. The 
submarine, like the aeroplane, still -a 
in its infancy, and its cruising power 
and destructive potentialities increase 
enormously with every year. Unlike other 
craft, it can be built in secrecy, and 
within certain limits it can be designed 
to meet definite requirement without 
regard to the full scope of recent inven- 
tion. Thus much time and material could 
be saved in an emergency by a malignant 
State. Unless the present policy is 
changed, the Royal Navy may collapse 
before its next test, without even the 
doubtful honour of an Agospotami. 


Tariffs in Canada. 


To-day the Federal Parliament of 
Canada follows its brethren of the Free 
State and Australia into the doubts and 
anxieties of a new session. Many problems 
will confront it before the session closes ; 
but Canadians have, at least, the comfort 
that the consideration of their welfare will] 
not be complicated by any change of 
Government. Mr. Bennett’s Conservative 
Administration, which was returned to 
power last July, holds an absolute 
Majority in the Lower House, although it 
is just short of a clear majority in the 
Senate. Herein the Prime Minister is 
fortunate ; for he must introduce measures 
on which there is likely to be sharp 
cleavage of opinion. In the first place, 
there is the Budget. Revenue returns for 
the first ten months of the fiscal year, says 
the Ottawa Correspondent of The Times. 
reveal a shrinkage of £14,000,000 in the 
Federal income, and an expenditure in- 
creased by £4,400,000—a deficit which

in itself is unlikely to suffice; and there 
is a high probability that the income tax 
will be raised, if, indeed sed, it does not 
become necessary to impose further taxa- 
tion as well. In the second place, the new 
Government must tackle the problem of 
tariffs. That problem at the moment is a 
formidable issue in Canada.. Manufactur- 
ing interests demand that existing duties 
not merely shall be retained, but shall be 
increased, and that new tariffs shall be 
imposed. Some manufacturers claim that 
they derived no advantage from the duties 
imposed last September, while others com- 
plain that any benefit which they might 
have received has been di ted by the 
subsequent collapse in commodity prices. 
Against those interests are arrayed the 
farmers of the prairies. These men have 
suffered more than anybody in Canada; 
for drought and a fall of prices assailed 
them almost simultaneously. They are 
discontented—not without reason—and 
their faces are set firm against further 
imposition of tariffs which will bring to 
them as much hardship as it will bring 
rejoicing to the industrial concerns of the 
Eastern States. Whatever step Mr. 
Bennett chooses to take, he is bound to 
clash with one division of his country. or 
the other. Evidently, he has decided to 
throw in his lot with the industrialists ; 
for a number of applications for tariffs 
have been heard already. It is certain 
that the tariff list will undergo revision 
and that most of the changes will be in an 
upward direction. Thus another market, 
unless a favourable exception is made, will 
be partially closed to the rest of the 
Empire. Without doubt, Mr. Snowden let 
his opportunity slip last October. 


Cats and Dogs. 


The City of Boston has decided to take 
a census of its cats. They-will be classi- 
fied as pet cats, working cats, tramp cats, 
loafer cats and just ‘‘cats.’’ It seems 
to us that, although all Bostonians are 
intellectual, the enumerators will have no 
light task. The pet cats and the working 
cats—those that bask by domestic fire- 
sides and those that earn their regular 
rations as professional mice-killers—will 
offer few difficulties; but distinction 
between tramp cats and loafer cats will 
not be easy. Then the cat which is just 
a ‘‘cat’’—which is not a pet, does not 
work, does not tramp and does not loaf— 
what manner of beast is this feline 
negation? Has it a physical existence? 
Will it not, like Alice’s Cheshire cat, 
vanish in a grin and so evade the census- 
taker? The Boston catalogue awakens us 
to literature’s gross]; partial treatment of 
cats. In this matter the poets and 
novelists are snobs; they have eyes and 
hearts only for that feline aristocracy 
whose sole business is to be beautiful. 
Gray’s “ pensive Selima’’ was a merely 
ornamental creature who died of greed. 
Anatole France’s cat seems to have had 
no other quality than its Assyrian 
splendour. Matthew Arnold was inspired 
rather by his cat’s resemblance to 
Tiberius than by its claim (if any) to the 
household virtues. We suspect that 
Swinburne’s pet— 

Stately, kindly, lordly friend, 


Condescend 
Here to sit by me— 


never caught a mouse in its life. Such 
pampered cats get all the literary lime- 
light, but what poet has sung the quiet, 
punctual toil of the working cat; what 
novelist has described the tramp cat’s 
adventures? Boston’s cats are lucky in 
the undisturbed possession of their nine 
lives ; for a grimmer census is on foot in 
Soviet Russia. The Supreme Economic 
Council, proposing to ‘‘ revolutionise the 
leather industry,’ has decreed the 
slaughter of 950,000 dogs within the next 
twelve months. Ia ten thousand villages 
the peasant’s faithful friend must perish, 
in order that cheap gloves may be dumped 
upon the markets of Western Europe.

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Recent Earthquakes. 


Much has happened lately to confirm 
the existence of the ‘ earthquake girdle ”’ 
which is said by seismologists to encircle 
the earth. Last Saturday and Sunday the 
Vardar district of Yugoslavia, the south- 
western areas of Bulgaria, and Salonika, 
in Greece, were visited by shocks of vary- 
ing severity. Now news has been received 
from Constantinople that Smyrna’s ‘turn 
came on Tuesday night. All these places 
are on the line of the supposed girdle, 
which is prolonged across South Asia to 
Japan, where it changes direction’ and 
describes a huge C towards the Alaskan 
coast. Unhappily, reports from Japan, 
where the Island of Hokkaido suffered 
at the same time when Smyrna 
suffered, indicate that our planet is 
undergoing a period of general con- 
vulsion; and we may congratulate our- 
selves upon the fact that the nearest 
point of the girdle to these islands 
is in Portugal. Some of the recent shocks 
are alleged to have been very violent, but 
it must be remembered that the terrifying 
nature of an earthquake tends naturally 
to an exaggeration of its actual force. Yet 
there can be no doubt that the damage of 
the last week has not been small ; for in 
the Balkans alone twenty-one villages were 
destroyed and a hundred people were killed. 
Hitherto reports from Smyrna are scanty, 
and we must hope that there has been no 
repetition of the calamity of a few years 
ago, when a large ; ction of the town was 
laid in ruins. :

Russian Rubber. 


In business circles an increasing amour 
of interest is being taken in Russia's Fi: 
Year Plan. The danger to industry, if t 
Plan by any chance proves successfu 
now appreciated here as well as on 
Continent.

hoping that, as the result of considera! 
attention to the .rea of plantations 
rubber-producing plants, it will ensure an 
increase of the ground by about a quarter 
of a million acres. Orders have been give! 
to the People’s Commissariat for Agricul 
ture to put down a number of gutta perciia 
trees this year, and the production of 
rubber from Kendyr will be increased 
during this year alone by 99,000 acres. 
An ee pianting of 3,700 acres of 
guayula is also planned simultaneous 
wit: the planting of staple varieties of 
rubber plants. In addition, the planta 
tions for research purposes will be ex 
tended, and others wil] be established in 
suitable districts.

ATTAINMENT OF ECONOMY. 


——-——- - 


Mr. Alexander began by reminding the 
House that last year’s naval estimates 
showed a net reduction of over £4,000,000. 
This was only rendered possible, however, 
by very severe ‘‘cuts,’’ and his greatest 
difficulty in the last few months had been 
to avoid being compelled to ask for a 
larger sum than that of 1930. The gross 
estimates were at the outset up by over 
£2.000,000, and in order to secure the net 
reduction of £342,000 it had been neces- 
sary to find on the other side very little 


He suggested that the fairest way to 
judge of the economy of this year’s esti- 
mates was to remember that; in com- 
parison with the Conservative estimate of 


millions and a half. 


THE NEW PROGRAMME. 

New construction in the coming year 
would show a reduction in expenditure of 
about a quarter of a million pounds as 
a result of tie policy confirmed by the 
London Naval Treaty. This was mainly 
on the old programmes, and arose from 
the ‘‘cuts’’ made by the present Govern- 
ment in the building programmes of 1928 
and 1929. The reduction effected under 
this head, as compared with the 1928 pro- 
gramme, was over £4,000,000. 

The new programme of construction for 
the coming year included two cruisers of 
the Leander class, one cruiser of about 
5,000 tons, four sloops and three sub- 
marines. This programme represented 
nothing more than a normal annual re- 
placement programme within the new 


Naval Treaty. 
FRANCO-ITALIAN AGREEMENT. 


Dealing with the agreement with France 
and Italy (the terms of which have been 
published), Mr. Alexander stressed the 
fact that France and Italy would 
complete only two capital ships before 
December, 1936, and that Italy, on 
completion of each capital ship, 
would scrap nearly - 17,000 tons of over- 
age first-class cruisers. The figure for 
submarines submitied by France was con- 
sidered far too high, and the British 
Government reserved its powers of increase 
after the Geneva Conference. The figure 
accepted by France, however, represented 
a very considerable reduction on the 
original programme. He was happy to 
say that intimations of general. concurrence 
in the arrangements contemplated had 
been received from the United States 
and Japan. 

It was surely matter for profound 
thankfulness that the agreement arrived 
at put an end to competitive building in 
all categories of naval vessels. Moreover, 
the result of the agreement would be that 
the actual amount of tonnage to be con- 
structed under it showed a great reduc- 
tion on what had been contemplated prior 
to its conclusion.. The agreement, there- 
fore, marked a very real advance towards 
a general measure of disarmament. 

The solution of the naval difficulties 
between France and Italy removed what 
had been admittedly a troublesome 
element in their mutual relations, and 
must be taken as having greatly im- 
proved the prospects of the General Dis- 
armament Conference at Geneva in 1932. 


REDUCTION CARRIED 
TOO FAR.

MH. AMERY’S COMMENT. 


Mr. L. S. Amery considered that naval 
reduction had been carried too far, espe- 
cially in cruiser strength. We would not, 
he said, help the cause of disarmament by 
disarming ourselves and lowering the 
standard of our security. All through the 
tendency was to come down unilaterally, 
in order to make an agreement possible, 
and, when agreement was arrived at, to 
come down still further for the sake uf 
economy. He could not conceive that 
that was a wise policy, or one that would 
‘ontribute to the cause of peace. (Opposi- 
tiop cheers. ) 

They all welcomed the contribution 
which the First Lord and the Foreign 
Secretary had been able to make towards 
mutual disarmament in Europe. They 
hoped that it would lead to a still further 
scheme, not of unilateral, but of multi- 
‘ateral, and equal disarmament al] round, 
on land and sea and in the air, at Geneva. 
Such general disarmament would be a 
valuable contribution to the cause of 
peace, but it would be a grave error if 
‘hev took the view that disarmament, by 
itself, was a means of security against the 
dangers of war. Disarmament might 
accelerate war, and there were occasions 


ideals for which they were prepared to 
fight. Until we could be sure that the 
world was free for ever from the emerg- 
ence of these ideals, no great country re- 
sponsible for the peace of a quarter of 
mankind within its confines could afford 
to reduce its measure of security below a 
certain standard. 


THE ELEPHANT AND THE RABBIT. 

Mr. George Lambert, referring to the 
abseice of Mr. Churchill, said that the 
right hon. gentleman had forsaken the 
quarter-deck and had taken up with an 
Indian elephant. (Laughter.) 

Major Ross congratulated the Govern- 
ment front bench on having at last pro- 
duced the rabbit from the hat. It was 
dificuM to say whether it was a good, a 
bad or an indifferent rabb't; but it was 
better than having produced nothing at 
all. There was much that was good in 
the agreement between France and Italy, 
but it was possible that a better agree- 
ment could have been obtained. In the 
agreement the ratio of strength for France 
and Italy fixed at the Washington con- 
ference had been completely abandoned. 


OIL FUEL FROM BRITISH COAL. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy called 
attention to the supply of oil fuel to the 
Royal Navy, and moved: “ That, in the 
opinion of this House, it is desirable. for 
strategic and economic reasons, and to 
help in providing employment, that ener- 
getic steps be taken to encourage the use 
of oil fuel for the Royal Navy from our 
own coal.”’ 

Admiral Beamish, Conservative member 
for Lewes, supported the motion, and Mr. 
G. Hall, Civil Lord of the Admiralty, said 
that the Government had no hesitation in 
accepting the motion, with the substance 
of which they were in full agreement. 

The motion was agreed to, and the 
House went into committec on the vote 
for personnel.

MEMORANDUM ISSUED. 


A memorandum :owing the results of 
the recent British negotiations with France 
and Italy for reduction and limitation of 
naval armaments was issued in London 
yesterday. 

The basis of the agreement is vessels 
whose tonnage is regulated by the Treaty 
of Washington, and these are dealt with 
under two heads :— 

1.—CAPITAL SHIPS. 

(a) Before December 31, 1936, France 
and Italy may, respectively, complete two 
capital ships, the Reitsiemeas of each of 
which will not exceed 23,333 tons, and the 
gun calibre of which will not exceed twelve 
inches. 

(b) On completion of each of these ships 
France will scrap one pe of the Diderot 
class. Similarly, Italy will scrap approxi- 
mately 16,820 tons of first-class over-age 
cruisers, making a ‘otal of 53,640 tons. 

(c) Without prejudice to a general 
revision of the capital ship tonnages estab- 
lished by the Treaty of Washington, and 
in order to facilitate the conclusion of the 
present arrangement, the total tonnage in 
this category accorded to France and Italy, 
respectively, under the Treaty shall be 
raised from 175,000 tons to 181,000 tons. 


11.—AIRCRAFT CARRIERS. 

Before December 31, 1936, France and 
Italy may complete, respectively, 54,000 
tons of aircraft carriers. 

Subject to a general reyision of the naval 
uestion in the course of the Disarmament 
onference of 1932, the tonnage of French 

submarines in commission will not exceed, 
up to December 31, 1936, the figure of 
81,989 tons, representing at the present 
moment the under-age tonnage of vessels 
built or building. 

The members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations maintain that this figure 
of 81,989 tons is too high in relation to 
their destroyer figure of 150,000 tons under 
the London Naval Treaty, but they agree 
to notify the other signatories of Part ITI. 
of the Treaty of London that they will not 
have recourse to Article 21 of the London 
Treaty, pending the general revision of the 
naval question mentioned above. 

Should it not be possible at the 1932 
Conference to arrive at a _ satisfactory 
equilibrium between French submarine 
tonnage and British Commonwealth 
destroyer tonnage, the members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations will 
retain their right to make such increase as 
they may judge necessary in their destroyer 
figure of 150,000 tons.

HE Federation of British Industries, 

consequent on resolutions pressing 

for a change in British fiscal] policy, 
issued another report yesterday. 

In it they urge the necessity for con- 
tinuous development and nationalisation 
within industry itself, and state that to 
make that possible expenditure of money 
is essential; but the pre-requisite to the 
raising of the money is confidence. 

The Federation say that that confidence 
can only be restored to industry by a 
change in the present fiscal system which 
will include industrial protection, the 
widest possible extension of inter-imperial 
preference, and a reduction in the burden 
of taxation and other charges which are 
borne by British industry. 


EMERGENCY ACTION. 


In view of the urgency of the case and 
the necessity for preventing the flooding 
of the market with imported goods in 
anticipation of the tariff it is urged that 
action of an emergency character should 
be taken without delay. With regard 
to the permanent tariff, the Federation 
recommends procedure by means of a 
Tariff Board. 

Stress is laid on the necessity for a 
trade and commercial policy whereby the 
cost of British goods will be brought down 
to a level that will enable manufacturers 
to compete on reasonable terms in overseas 
markets. 


' LIMITING EXPENDITURE. 

On the subject of nationa] expenditure 
the Federaticn states that the cursa:lment 
of administrative expenditure cannot alone 
produce the degree of economy desired. 
The Federation is of opinion that the 
necessary economies can only be effected 
by drastically altering the policy of in- 
creasing unproductive expenditure, which 
has been so prominent a feature in the 
régime of successive post-war Governments, 
and that the only alternative is financial 
disaster. , 


, 

CHARACTER OF TARIFF BOARD. 

The Tariff Board, the report states, 
should include members with commercial 
and technical knowledge and :«iministra- 
tive experience in the important industries 
of the country. The members should be 
required to devote their whole time to 
their duties, and to relinquish any com- 
mercial or other interests which might in 
any degree impair their complete im- 
partiality. In general, their position 
and freedom from external i ifluence should 
approximate as closely as possible to that 
of His Majesty’s judges. 

The report adds: ‘‘ The plain and simple 
fact is that British goods cost too much.”

HARD LUCK ON MUSSELS. 


As a sort of curtain raiser to the longer 
production we had a brief debate on a 
vote of £12,000 for gm stone walls 
around kelp kilns in the Gaeltacht and 
providing sanitary homes for mussels at 
the mouth of the Boyne. 

It appeared from the Minister for 
Fisheries’ statement in the House, that, 
owing to the encroachments of civilisation, 
the Boyne mussels, which were once the 
backbone of a flourishing industry, became 
little better than slum dwellers of a 
peculiarly insanitary type; and Great 
Britain, by formal proclamation, declared 
them to be undesirable aliens. 

As a result the industry dwindled to 
vanishing point and tHe mussels, multi- 
plied exceedingly, but while the 
quanity increased the quality went 
“phut.” The Government had now 
come to the conclusion that, if the bivalves 
were provided with more commodious and 
sanitary accommodation at the mouth of 
the river, their old prestige might be 
restored, the British ban lifted, and the 
tide of prosperity flow up the Boyne as it 
never flowed before since King William 
crossed that historic river. 

The mussels seemed to have a host of 
friends in the House. Nobody said a word 
against the proposed housing scheme. 


.HELP FOR KELP. 


It was a different matter when it came 
to kelp-burning. Some members were 
very doubtful if the methods which we had 
imported from Brittany, after sending over 
a man to see how the Bretons did it, were 
exactly suitable for this country, and there 
seemed to be an uneasy suspicion that 
this building of walls around kilns was a 
waste of money.

Fréres et Jay—which financed the Aero- 
postale Company, and thanks to which 
the company successfully accomplished its 
tas’ of developing the trade and prestige 
of France in South America, was obliged 
to suspend its operations this morning.”’ 

It appears that the decision to suspend 
payments was taken the night before last. 
Of the two brothers Bouilloux Lafont.

Quite a number of films which were 
“reserved ” on account of visually obpection- 
able scenes, prior to June 4th, were rejected 
when re-shown subsequent to the passing of 
the amending Act, although the deletions as 
ordered had been made.

THE MEGALITHIC 


PERIOD. 
THE POSITION OF 


IRELAND. 


STOKES LECTURE BY 
DR. A. MAHR. 


+ 


HE second Margaret Stokes Memorial 
T lecture was delivered by Dr. Adolph 
Mahr, Keeper of Irish Antiquities, at 
Alexandra College, Dublin, last night, when 
he dealt with the position of Ireland in 
the Megalithic civilisation. The Archbishop 
of Dublin presided. ! 

Dr. Mahr described the more interesting 
features of Irish megaliths, and gave an 
account of chamber cairns. Their enigmatic 
carvings had been the subject, he said, cf 
much speculation. Increased knowledge now, 
however, enabled light to be thrown on the 
spiral, ornamental and _ concentric circles, 
which were nothing but misunderstood Iberian 
representations of the human figure. The 
peculiar patterns closely resembled not only 
the tombstones of Rhenish Hessia, but also 
the slate idols which were common grave 
furniture in Portugal and Southern Spain. 

In all these cases the resemblance of the 
patterns was so striking that there 
could be no doubt that they all re- 
fiected the same general idea. It was 
not only by mutual traffic, but by 
actual settlement of South-..est European 
peoples in other countries, that the whole 
complex was transported from the Western 
Mediterranean to the outlying countries in 
Northern and Western Europe. 


HUMAN FIGURES. 


There was a strong resemb:ance between 
Breton chamber cairrs in Goats’ island and 
the carvings on stones 11 New Grange, 
Loughcrew, and even in Argyll in Scotland. 
In Loughcrew there were imscriptions that 
could be traced, and they seemed to be 
nothing but representations cf human figures 
This explanation was, 
thetical, but it was worth while to t.y to 
understand these carvings, which, after all, 
must have some significance. 

The invasion of Great Britcin by the 
Continental bell beaker foll. cut short the 
older megalithic civilisation in thit country, 
but this Continenta! invasio~ did ~ot, to the 
same extent, affect Ireland, which carried on 
its old-established tradition. and connection 
with Iberia, and became t centre whence 
Western European ideas were spread over the 
whole Continent.'Tbe distribution of the golden 
collars, most of which were fcund in Ireland, 
was a clear evidence of the importance Ire- 
land had attained in the Early Bronze Age. 
This was immediately due to the important 
p°* “tion of Ireland in the megalithic: period. 


POWER OF THE DRUIDS. 


That period came to an end in the rest of 
Europe with the beginning of the Bronze 
Age, while Ireland remained an essentially 
megalithic country, without, however, reject- 
ing the things of the new civilisation. The 
strength of religious feeling and the cult of 
the lead undoubtedly accoun for the 
power the Druids had over the people in 
Ireland, who, though undoubtedly Celtic, still 
retained ‘much of their megalithic heritage. 

The lecture was illustrated with numerous 
lantern slides. 

Dr. Gregg, in thanking Dr. Mabr for his 
address, said that after having heard the 
lature they must all feel that the 
foundation of the M Stokes lec- 
tureship had been amply justified. In 
addition to Dr. Mahr, had heard 
Dr. Kuno Meyer in 1900 and 1911, and it was 
interesting to note that in the course of their 
studies both these men, coming from Central 
Furope,-had been led to give a good deal of 
attention to Ireland, which was only a small 
country. 

' Dr. Mahr had shown ‘thetn the extra- 
ordinary interest which attached to things of 
antiquity in Ireland when compared with 
those of other countries. . The co rative 
study of arehbeology had enab led them to 
show that Ireland was not a mere fragment 
cf. Europe, but belonged to a great civilisa-

REGISTRATION FOR 
HAIRDRESSERS. 


BOARD TO BE 
ESTABLISHED.

Amene the reasons given for the introduc- 
tion of the bill is the following — It Is 
expedient that provision should’ be made for 
the registration of persons practising har 
dressing in Saorstat Éireann so as to ensure 
that persons performing such operations 2n 
the head, face, scalp and hands are giving 
such treatment. advice, and attendance as 
‘are usually performed and given by har. 
dressers on or to persons for their cleanti- 
ness, comfort, and better appearance shall 
poseess proper and sufficient qualifications, 
training and knowledge.” 

The proposals include the. setting up of a 
Hairdressers Board of Saorstat Éireann, com- 
posed of twelve persons, half representing 
employers and half employés; the preparation 
of a register; the appointment of a registrar; 
and the prohibition of persons not on the 
register from practising the art of hair- 
dressing. 

It will be the dutv of the Minister for 
Local Government to declare the establishment 
of the Board as soon as the names of the 
first board have been submitted to him. This 
would be done by notice in fia Nifgini. 

The Board may refuse to register a perso” 
found guiltv of crime or other misconduct, 
but apart from this exception the following 
persons on payment of the prescribed fee shall 
be elected. ee Sug 

(1) Any person who shall within six months 
from the establishment of the Register apply 
for registration and satisfy the Board that his 
principal means of livelihood durinz the whole 
ais á five vears immediately RTT. the 
passing of this Act was the practice of hair- 
dressing in any place or places within Saorstat 
Eireann, Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

(2) Any person who shall have served under 
articles of apprenticeship to a person regis- 
tered or entitled to be registered under this 
Act for a term of not less than five years, 
and who shall pass such examinations as the 
Board shall from. time to time prescribe. 

(3) Any person who at the date of the pass- 
ing of this Act shall be a member of the 
employers’ organisation or of the employés 
organisation. :

PHARMACOPOEIA FOR FREE STATE. 

A new bill introduced in the Dail yesterday 
is intended ‘‘ to make provision for a pharma- 
copeia for Saorstat Eireann.”’ 

The Bill provides that the British Pharma- 
copeia for the time being in force in Great 
Britain shall, with such modifications (if any) 
as may be made by the Medical Registration 
Council, be the Saorstat Eireann Pharma- 
cope@ia. The Council may make modjfica- 
tions by deletion or amendment in the British 
Pharmacopeia, and revoke or amend any rule 
previdusly made. , 

It is further provided that it shall not be 
lawful for any person. to compound medicines 
of the Saorstat Eireann pharmacopeeia, except 
according to its formularies. Contravention 
of this provision makes the offender liable 
to a fine of £10. Certain portions of the 
Pharmacy Act (Ireland), 1875, are repealed. 

BADGES FOR MIDWIVES. 

Another bill introduced in the Dail yester- 
dav provides for the issue of distinctive 
badges for midwives, the purpose being to 
make duly qualified midwives easily dis- 
tinguishable from others not properly 
qualified.

COURSE STILL FRÓST-BOUND. 

There was a further frost at Cheltenham 
during Tuesday night, and, after an inspec- 
tion of the course at Prestbury Park yester- 
day morning, the Stewards decided to 
abandon the National Hunt Meeting. 

Their decision occasioned no surprise, as 
the track had been rendered so hard that 
racing would have been dangerous. The 
original programmes for Wednesday and 
Thursday had already been abandoned, and 
it was only a question of whether it would 
ha possible to carry through to-day the card 
postponed from Tuesdav. 

The abandonment of the fixture is most 
regrettable from more points cf view than 
one. The meeting is, without doubt. one of 
the chief features of the National Hunt 
season, and is always looked forward to by 
eross-country enthusiasts, as the racing is 
always of a high standard; while the pro- 
grammes include some of the most sporting 
events decided during the winter months. 

The National Hunt Steeplechase, the chief 
attraction of the gathering, is. after the 
Grand National. the most spectacular race of 
the season. Formerly it was confined to 
maidens at starting, but this year the con- 
ditions had been altered to allow of horses 
runting which had not won a race under 
recognised rules up to the time of closing. 
It is the custom to enter horses which have 
shown stamina and pace in the hunting field 
#nd in point-to-point faces, and in its way it 
is, porhaps. a more sportjng event than the 
Grand National, especially as all the riders 
are amateurs. 

The race was first run in 1860 at Market

The prisoner's daughter was since married to

The motion is one by way of appeal 
on behalf of Mr. Kennedy, “the: prosecutor, 
and raises principally the question whether 
or not the Fugitive Offenders Act is applicable 
to the Irish Free State, the contention that 
it does being contested by the prosecutor. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C.; Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
K.C. ; Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. J. Maguire, 
and Mr. Sandes appeared for Mr. Kennedy ; 
and Mr. Lavery, K.C.; Mr. Finlay, K.C., 
and Mr. McGuckin (instruéted by the Chief 
State Solicitor) for the Attorney-General. 

Mr. KE. W. od solicitor (Messrs. Little, 
OhUadhaich and Proud) held a watching 
brief for the Attorney-General of Alberta. 

Arguments on behalf of the prosecutor 
were heard during the previous days of the 
hearing. 
A FOREIGN POLICEMAN. 

Mr. Finlay, on behalf of the Attorney- 
General, in support of his argument in favour 
of the operation of the Fugitive Offenders 
Act, called attention to a number of Acts 
and Statutes bearing on the matter, and sub- 
mitted that, if the argument were to pre- 
vail that the Fugitive Offenders Act was 
extra-territorial legislation, it should not be 
operative in any of the self-governing Domi- 
nions such as Australia or South Africa. Mr. 
Duffy had argued the point of inconsistency 
with the Constitution of Saorstat [ireann, 
and said . that. he was driven to 
contend that such an enactment, 1f passed 
bv the Oireachtas, would be invalid as being 
ulira vires the Constitution. The first 
Article of the Constitution which Mr. Duffy 
said would be infringed if the Fugitive 
Offenders Act became part of the law of 
the Saorstat by virtue of Article 73 of the 
Constitution, would be Article 2, and his 
argument was that all poweis of Government 
are derived from the people of Ireland, and 
shall be exercised by organisations estab- 
lished in accordance with the Constitution, 
and he said that the presence of a foreign 
policeman in this country looking for Ken- 
nedy, or the handing over of Kennedy to a 
foréign policeman would be an infringement 
of that Article. A foreign policeman, Mr. 
Finlay said, would have no right to come 
here and remove a citizen of this country 
from the territory of the country unless 
authorised by the Legislature of the country. 
It was not sought to argue that a foreign 
policeman has a right to lay hands on 
Kennedy, but if steps were being taken 
under the Fugitive Offenders Act they were 
being taken under authorities recognised in 
this country. Mr. Kennedy had been dealt 
with solely by the Garda Siochana, an 
authority established in connection with the 
laws of Saorstat Eireann, and it was strain- 
ing the meaning of Article 2 to say that 
the steps to be taken in this country under 
the Fugitive Offenders Act of 1881, if it 
were law here, could be in any |way said 
to infringe the provisions of that’ Article. 

PROTECTION OF THE CITIZEN. 

Dealing with Mr. Gavan Duffy’s argu- 
ment about the right of the citizen to pro- 
tection, Mr. Finlay said that the Fugitive 
Offenders Act of 1881 did not interfere with 
the right of protection of the citizen. The 
whole scheme of the Act was to give him pro- 
tection, but if a strong presumption arose 
before a Justice that he had been guilty of 
an offence, the law directed him to be sent 
to take his trial for the offence, and that, 
counsel submitted, was a provision in the 
law which made for the peace, order and 
good government of the country.

A Redeeming Feature. 


Markets would have made a ‘still worse 
showing of late had it not been for the 
further recovery in Argentine Rails and the 
much better tendency of South African Gold 
Mining shares, The former, of course, were 
helped by the substantial improvement in 
the exchange, and the rise took place in 
face of the expectation that the leading 
companies would not pay any interim 
dividends for 1930-31. Although the Buenos 
Ayres Western has fulfilled expectations in 
this respect, the Great. Southern has managed 
to squeeze out an interim payment of one 
per cent. for 1930-31, and, perhaps, in 
deciding upon this the directors were 
influenced by the recovery in the exchange 
and the better crop reports. As previously 
pointed out, it is not so much a question 
of the decrease in gross receipts that 
influences dividend policy, as the prospective 
loss on exchange when making remittances 
from Buenos Ayres to London. The Chair- 
man of: the River Plate Trust Loan and 
Agency referredgto the matter at this week’s 
meeting, warning shareholders to prepare for 
a smaller dividend because of the probability 
that the loss on exchange would be still 
heavier this year. The Central Uruguay 
Railway has been compelled to withhold an 
interim payment for a similar reason—the 
depreciation of the qurrency, and it would 
be surprising if. the Brazilian undertakings 
were no} affected in the same way; for the 
Brazilian milreis has-been among the weakest 
of the South American exchanges of late, 
despite the reports indicating an improve- 
ment in economjc conditions in the country. 


Australian Securities. 


The recovery in Australian Government 
Loans and Australian Bank shares is greatly 
welcomed by those interested, for some 
investors had been rendered nervous by the 
talk of repudiation and inflation. The High 
Commissioner in this country has staked his 
reputation on the assertion that Australia 
will not repudiate its financial obligations, 
but will pay in full, and there is little doubt 
that this is the wish of the majority in the 
Commonwealth. There was certainly plenty 
of scope for a recovery in the Government 
Loans, some of which had fallen to a point 
at which the yield was almost absurdly. 
high—in one case it was as much as 23 per 
cent., allowing for redemption, and assuming 
that re-payment was made at the due date. 
The recovery in Australian Bank shares has 
also been substantial, despite the probability 
of a general cut int dividends báis the 
position becomes much better, while in the 
case of undertakings domiciled in the Com- 
monwealth itis likely that future dividends 
to holders on the London register will be 
subject to a-deduction of exchange.

DEMAND EXPANDING.

MANUHESTER, Wednesday. 

Demand for rayon piece goods continues to 
eapand steadily, but is still well beiow 
normal, <A better business is expected, how- 
ever, before long, if the present rate of ex- 
pansion is mainvained and conditions become 
more stable. The exhibition of rayon 
fabrics is expected to stimulate demand, and 
some proof of this is already evident. Dress 
goods, such as all rayon, rayon and cotton, 
and rayon and silk mixture styles have 
moved steadily, and sales of linings and 
furnishing fabrics have been much improved. 
Ordinary fabrics, however, are rather 
neglected. Rather more attention has been 
devoted to staple fibre goods. 

Export buying is practically unchanged. 
The Dominions and South. America have 
purchased fair quantities, but, despite an 
improved inquiry, sales for India and China 
have been comparatively small. Other 
markets have been quiet. 

Most attention has been paid to best 
quality and staple fibre yarns, but lower 
grades have been neglected, with prices poor.

MAN WHO ATTACKED 
A GUARD.

APPEAL AGAINST SENTENCE 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) i 

‘‘ A providential affair’? was the descrip- 
tion applied by Frank Teeling, 7 Upper Jane 
street, Dublin: to his arrest for assanlt on a 
Civic Guard, when he appealed against the. 
decision of the Dublin District Justices in 
convicting and sentencing -him to six months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour, for assault- 
ing Guard William O’Brien (198 C) in the 
execution of his duty. 

Mr. Clarke, of the Chief State Solicitor’s 
office, appeared for t) iuard, and Mr. Noyk, 
solicitor, for Teeling. 

The Guard gave evidence that when on 
duty in Dorset street on February Ist he 
noticed five or six men dragging Teeling away 
from a bus, but Teeling broke away and re- 
entered the vehicle. Witness went over, and 
at the request of the driver, who complained 
of Teeling’s conduct, entered the ‘bus. to 
remove appellant. The latter kicked witness 
in the stomach, knocking him against the side 
of the *bus. Witness got him out, but in the 
street Teeling threw the Guard on the ground. 
A hostile crowd gathered, and the witness 
had to draw his truncheon, with which he 
struck the appellant. He then put him back 
in the ’bus and got the driver to drive to the 
police station. When he was bringing his 
prisoner into the station a crowd of girls 
collected, and Tecling managed to escape. 
Witness later found him in Jervis street 
Hospital having his head bandaged. 

Replying to Mr. Clarke, the Guard said 
that Teeling appeared to be mad from the 
effects of drink at the time. 

Mr. Noyk said that they admitted the 
offence, but he submitted that there were ex- 
tenuating circumstances. He went on to refer 
to a former occasion when he had defended 
Frank Teeling, but the judge said that he 
knew oll about that. Mr. Noyk, continuing, 
said that Teeling had participated in the war 
for Irish freedom and the “ Black and Tan ” 
racket, and those things seemed to unhinge 
his mind when he had taken drink. He was 
one of the men who, having helped to win 
Ireland's liberty, had failed to rea 
themselves. He pointed out that Teeling had 
been in Canada, but misfortune scwied to 
have dogged him since his return to lreland, 
and he was unable to get work. He asked 
that leniency be shown in view of the. fact 
that, if given the sentence imposed by the 
Justices, Teeling would forfeit his pension. 

The Judge reierred to a medical certificate 
he had before nim, ana expressed the opinion 
that it would be better if Teeling was put 
under some form 01 restraint. 

Teeling, fan evidence, appealed for a chance, 
and said he would not drink any more. He 
had taken the pledge and had now got his 
will power back again. He lookéd on the 
occurrence for which he was convicted as a 
‘ providential affair.” 

The case was adjourned until Friday morn- 
ing.

ENDORSEMENT REMOVED. 
Mrs. Neliie Sneridan, of Talbot street, 
appealed from a £5 fine and un endorsement 
of her licence for driving a motor car ma 
dangerous manner at Charlemont street in 
the early morning of November 28ch last. 

Sergeant Jackson (22B) said that he saw 
the appellant's motor car coming down 
Charlemont street at a fast pace. At the 
same time he saw anot}er car coming along 
Harcourt road towards Harrington street at 
a moderate speed.. He signalled appellant 
to slow down or stop, but she neither noticed 
the signal nor sounded her horn. Her car 
struck the other car, and bcth vehicles 
swerved.

PRISON SENTENCE 
QUASHED. 

Michael J. Hughes. Clonliffe road, appealed 
against a sentence of one month's imprison- 
ment impored on him by the Justices for 
being drunk in charge of a motor car at 
9.20 on the night of February 11th at Rath- 
gar. At the hearing in the District Court 
appellant had pleaded guilty. to the charge. 

Evidence of the offence having been given, 
Mr. Moriarty (instructed by Mr. Trant- 
McCarthy), for appellant, said that, in view’ 
of the previous good character of the 
appellant, the sentence of one month was 
exceedingly harsh. He referred the Court 
to the power it had under the Motor Car. 
Act of 1903, whereby the defendant's 
driving licence could be suspended, and, 
further, that he could be disqvalified from 
driving for a further period Jafter the ex- 
piration of that licence.
